Serious Damage to the Enemy. 


LOSSES OF THE SPANISH BELIEVED 10 BE CONSIDERABLE. 


WASHINGTON, June_ 7.—Shortly 
after 7 o’clock this evening, informa- 
‘tion confirmatory of the Asosciated 
Press dispatches concerning the bom- 
bardment of the fortifications of San- 
tilago reached the Navy Department. 
It came in the form of a cablegram 
from Admiral Sampson, which was 
made public in the following bulletin: 

“Secretary of the Navy: Bombarded 
forts at Santiago, 7:30 to 10 a.m., to- 
day, June 6. Silenced works quickly 
without injury of any kind, though 
within 2000 yards. 

[Signed] “SAMPSON.” 

While the officials of the Navy De- 
partment declined to say definitely 
whether the bulletin contained all the 
information given in Admiral Samp- 
son’s cablegram, there is reason to be- 
lieve that it did not. The officials re- 
“fused to 4iscuss the subject, or to 
vouchsafe further information than 
was posted on the bulletin board. 

Only one additional point was elic- 
ited by questioning. That was that the 
cablegram contained no information 
about the landing of either land oe 
or marines. 

The information received from Aa- 
miral Sampson was evidently quite 
satisfactory to the naval authorities. 
While they declined to discuss either 
the reasons for or the probable conse- 
quences of the bombardment, they 
were thoroughly satisfied with the re- 
sults accomplished. It is pretty well 
understood that the bombardment was 
for the purpose of paving the way 
either for the landing of troops or 
merely to cover the landing of marines. 

Dispatches received by the Asso- 
ciated Press from Spanish sources to- 
night indicate that a landing was ef- 
fected either during or immediately 
after the bombardment. This is re- 
garded by naval authorities as en- 
tirely reasonable. 

It is deemed likely that Sampson 


landed a sufficient force of marines to 


hold the ground he had gained, and to. 
make preparations for the landing* of 
the regular forces upon their arrival, 
if, indeed, some of them are not al- 
ready at hand. 


NEVER TOUCHED US. 


United American Squadron Destroys 
Two Santiago Batteries. 

[A. P. DAY REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 

ON BOARD THE ASSOCIATED 
PRESS DISPATCH BOAT DANDY, 
off Santiago de Cuba, Monday 
(noon,) via Kingston, Jamaica, Tues- 
day, June 7, noon.—The American fleet 
this morning engaged the Spanish bat- 
teries defending the entrance of the 
harbor of Santiago de Cuba, and af- 
ter a three-hours’ bombardment, si- 
lenced nearly all the forts, destroyed 
several earthworks, and rendered the 
Estrella and Cave batteries, the two 
principal fortifications, useless. 

The fleet formed in double column, 
six miles off Moro Castle at 6 o’clock 
in the morning and steamed slowly 
three thousand yards off shore the 
Brooklyn leading, followed by the Mar- 
blehead, Texas, Massachu- 
setts, and turned westward. 

The second line, the New York lead- 
ing, with the New Orleans, Yankee, 
Iowa and Oregon following, turned 
eastward. The Vixen and Suwanee 
were far out on the left flank watch- 
ing the riflemen on shore. The Dolphin 
and Porter did similar duty on the 


New York, attacked the new earth- 
works near Moro Castle. The Brook- 
lyn column took up a station opposite 
the Estrella and. Catalina batteries, 
and the new earthworks along the 
shore. 

The Spanish batteries. remained si- 
lent. It is doubtful whether the Span- 
iards were able to determine the char- 
acter of the movement, owing to the 
‘dense fog and heavy rain, which were 
the weather features this morning. 

Suddenly the Iowa fired a 12-inch 
shot, which struck the base of the Es- 
trella battery and tore up the works. 
Instantly firing began from both Ad- 
miral Sampson’s' and Commodore

shells from the ships fell upon the 
Spanish works. The Spaniards re- 
plied promptly, but their artillery work 
was of a very poor quality and most 
of their shots went wide. Smoke set- 
tled among the ships in dense clouds, 
rendering accurate firing difficult. 

There was no maneuvering of the 
fleet, the ships remaining at their 
original station and firing steadily. 
The squadrons were so close in shore. 
that it was difficult for, the Ameri- 
can gunnere to reach t batteries 
on. the hilltops, but their firing was 
excellent. Previous to the bombard- 
ment orders were issued to prevent 
firing on Moro Castle as the Ameri- 
can admiral had been informed that 
Lieut. Hobson and the other prison- 
ers of the Merrimac are confined there. 
In sfite of this, however, several stray 
shots damaged Moro Castle somewhat. 

Commodore Schiey’s line moved 
closer in shore, firing at shorter range. 
The Brooklyn and Texas caused wild 
havoc among the Spanish shore bat- 
teries, quickly silencing them. While 
the larger ships were engaging the 
heavy batteries, the Swanee and the 
Vixen closed with the small inshore 
battery opposite them, rained rapid- 
fire shots upon it, and quickly placed 
the battery out onf the fight. 

The Brooklyn closed to 800 yards, and 
then the destruction caused by her 
guns and those of the Marblehead and 
Texas was really seen. The work of 
the Estrella fort was burning and the 
battery was silenced, firing no more 
during the engagement. Eastward, the 
New York and New Orleans silenced 
the Cave battery in quick order and 
then shelled the earthworks located 
higher up. Later, the practice was not 
so accurate, owing to the elevafion of 
the guns. Many of the shells, however, 
landed, and the Spanish gunners re- 
tired. 

Shortly after the firing ceased the 
warships turned in order to permit the 
use of the port batteries, ana the firing 
then became a long reverberating crash 
of thunder, and the shells raked the 
Spanish batteries with terrible effect. 
Fire broke out in Catalina fort and 
silenced the Spanish guns. The firing 
of the fleet continued till 1 o'clock, when 
the Spanish ceased firing entirely, and 
Admiral Sampson - hoisted the “cease 
firing’”’ signal. 

Generally the fire of the fleet was 
very destructive, many of the earth- 
works were knocked to pieces and the 
Estrella and Catalina fortifications 
were so damaged that itis questionable 
whether they ever will be able to re- 
new any effective work during the war. 

‘After the fleet retired the Spaniards 
returned to some of the guns and sent 
twelve shells after the fleet. But no 
one was injured. One large shell fell 
close to the collier Justin. Throughout 
the entire engagement no American 
ship was hurt, and no American was 
injured. The Spaniards stuck to their 
guns, and all evidence to the contrary, 
their loss must have been heavy. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

CAPE HAYTIEN (Hayti,) June 7, 
9:05 a. m.—The fighting before and in 
the vicinity of Santiago de Cuba con- 
tinued the greater part of yesterday 
from 7:45 a. m. until nearly 11 o’clock. 
Ten of the American warships main- 
tained a steady and carefully-directed 
fire against El Moro Castle and the 
batteries at Punta Gorda, Zecapa and 
Gincoreales, in addition to bombarding 
the Spanish fleet in the harbor. The 
percentage of effective projectiles was 
very large. 

It appears from the best information 
obtainable at this place, the cable sta- 
tion connecting with Santiago de Cuba, 
that immense damage was inflicted 
upon the enemy. The Spaniards ad- 
mit that the bombardment from the 
American fleet was most destructive. 
About 1600 projectiles are said to have 
been fired by the American warships, 
and it seems that the responsive fire 
from the Spanish forts gad ships was 
scarcely felt at all by the Americans. 

The fortifications near the entrance of 
the harbor are described ‘as being rid- 
dled with solid shot, and battered hy 
the explosion of the immense shells 
fired by the battleships. The Spanish

The American attack is next said to 
have been specially directed against 
Aguadores, a small coast town a little 
to the east of the entrance of Santiago 
bay. The idea of the American Ad- 
miral, it appears, was to land troops 
and siege guns there, after reducing 
the defences of the place and thence 
make a close assault upon Santiago, 
which in view of the present condition 
of it# fortifications, may be expected to 
yield very soon after the beginning of 
such an attack. Heavy canonading 
was opened upon Aguadores at about 
midday yesterday. 

The latest advices received here from 
Spanish sources do not indicate the du- 
ration of the fire, or whether American 
troops and siege guns were actually 
landed at Aguardores, but from the in- 
formation obtainable it cannot be 
doubted that the net result of the Mon- 
day’s fighting was extremely 
to the Spanish defences. 

It is also understood here that the Cu- 
ban troops maintained throughout the 
greater part of yesterday, an attack by 
land upon Santiago and the Spanish 
reports say the garrison lost heavily in 
killed and wounded. 

The military commander at Santiago 
de Cuba acknowledges the following 
casualties among the land forces: Col. 
Ordonez, Capt. Sanchez, Lieut. Yrizas 
of the artillery, and Perez and Garcia, 
both Spanish officers whose rank is. not 
mentioned. These officers were killed 

The Spaniards also admit the loss of 
twenty-one infantry soldiers severely 


wounded, and say one soldier was 
killed. But it is believed 
the losses of the Spaniards 
was much more heavy. In 


the naval force the Spaniards say that 
the officer who was second in éommand 
of the partly dismantled Spanish cruis- 
er Reina Mercedes and five safiors and 
an ensign were killed. The Spanish 
sailors wounded, it is asserted, number 
sixteen men. 7 

The loss on the American side, the 
Santiago reports say, is not known. The 
Spaniards acknowledge that a great 
deal of damage was inflicted on the 
Spanish cruiser Reina Mercedes and 
they say Moro Castle shows great gap- 
ing breaches in its walls. Later fn the 
day, it appears, a landing of American 
troops was effected near Daiquiri, some 
distance east of Aguadores and near the 
railroad station connecting with San- 
tiago de Cuba. 

Later an engagement took place be- 
tween the American force and a column 
of Spanish troops which had been sent 
against the landing party. he ac- 
counts of the battle obtainable here 
being from Spanish sources do not set 
forth the result, and therefore it is to 
be inferred that the Americans were 
victorious, and that is the belief which 
prevails here. 

There is a report current here that 
the first-class armored Spanish cruiser 
Maria Teresa was sunk by fire off the 
American ships. It is said only -500 
American troops were landed at Dai- 
quiri, and possibly at Aguadores, the 
two places being confused in the re 
It seems to be 
admitted that fhe fire of the Ameri- 
can soldiers was so accurate that the 
Spaniards were compelled to flee from 
the fortifications they were defending. 

Later reports show that Col. Ordo- 
nez, Capt. Sanchez, Lieut. Yrizar of the 
artillery, and Sefiors Perez and Gar- 
cla, officers whose rank is not’ men- 
tioned, are only severely wounded and 
not killed, as it was first reported. The 
Spaniards claim that only one soldier 
was killed, though the casualties in the 
naval force are said to be as already 
cabled.

Finally, the Spanish version of the af- 
fair says: “The American losses are 
supposed to be considerable.”’ 

Capt.-Gen. Blanco has congratulated 
Gen. Linares, the Spanish commander 
at Santiago, and those who took part 
in the fighting, saying he will call the 
attention of the Spanish government to 
the “Heroism exhibited by all the 
Spanish forces in such an unequal com- 
bat.” 

A later dispatch from Gen. Aldea 
says not one of his soldiers was hit by 
the American shells, which, he asserts, 
fell among the insurgents. 


A TREMENDOUS VICTORY. 


Cruiser Reina Mercedes Sunk and 
Many Spaniards Killed. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

CAPE HAYTIEN, June 7.—fExclusive 
Dispatch.] A terrific battle and bom- 
bardment took place yesterday at San- 
tiago and a small town twelve miies 
east of Santia:zo, called uiqairi. The 
result was a tremen:lous victory for 
American arms and disastrous te the 
Spaniards. The bornbardment of fan- 
tiago was far more devastating to the 
Spaniards than first reports indicated. 
Immense damage was done the for- 
tifications. Sampson, it Is believed, 
has cleared the way for entering the 
harbor, and destroyed Cervera’s fleet. 
The fortifications were shattered. The 
loss of life by the Spaniards must have 
been very heavy, as they admit the 
results were serious. 

Fiftcen hundred great shells, not 
counting 1 and 6-pound shots, were 
fired by the American fleet. The Span- 
ish second-class cruiser Reina Mer- 
cedes was truck by a 13-inch shell 
from the Oregon and torn nearly to 
shreds. The crew abandoned her. The 
second commodore commanding this 
ship and five sailors were killed. The 


second lieutenant and sixteen sailors 


were severely wounded. The loss of 
life in the forts must have been much 
greater. 

It is known from Spanish cable dis- 
patches that Col. Ordonez, Capt. San- 
chez and Lieut. Yrizar of the artillery, 
Lieuts .Perez and Garcia of the infan- 
try, and twenty-one soldiers were se- 
riously wounded. 

At the same time a battle took place 
between American troops and Spanish 
troops. Three American. regiments 
landed near Buiquiri. Besides, there 
were in the landing party three batter- 
ies of artillery, a battalion of engineers 
and several siege guns, as well as nine 
hundred marines.

Troops Can Get into ‘Em 
Without Trouble. 


Sampson's Work Discussed by 
the Washington People, 


He Has Ample Power to Do 
What He Deems Fit. 


Naval Officials Do not Believe That 
Any Important Landing Has 
Heen Effected—Forces Delayed 
by Delayed Supplies. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Starting oat 
with a strong belief that there had been 
nothing in the nature of a serious en- 
gagement between Sampson's forces 
and the Spanish defenses at Santiago, 
the Navy Department officials, as the 
day wore on and the full and detailéd 
reports of the Associated Press from 
its correspondents with the fleet be- 
gan to flow in, were compelled to mod- 
ify their view, and when’the day closed 
they were about ready to admit that. 
although without official information on 
the subject, it was evident that Samp- 
son had made a strong attack upon the 
Spanish force. 

The one point upon which they 
maintained their confidence was that 
no troops had been landed. They were 
prepared to learn that Sampson might 
be clearing the way with is big guns 
for the landing of the troops, or that 
possibly some marines had been landed 
temporarily, but that forces had been 
put ashore they would not admit, for 
the ‘reason that no information had 
reached the War Department of the 
actual departure of the soldiers from 
the gulf ports for Cuba. 


It is not denied, however, that every’ 


effort is making to put the troops into 
Cuba ‘at the possible moment, 
and this afternoon, +t is believed, al- 


4 though no official advices to that effect 


were at hand, that the troops have 
actually been ambarking at Tampa to- 
day, and may get away tonight. The 
reason for this belief is Jound in the 
admission by officials that the troops 
have been under orders to embark for 
some time past. The difficulty that pre- 
sented itself was the absence of abso- 
lutely necessary supplies, which in 
most cases were stored away in some 
of the thousands of freight cars which 
blocked the railroad tratks many miles 
out of Tampa. The orders that went 
forward yesterday were of a character 
to cause a speedy breaking of the dead- 
lock, and if the troops now have their 
supplies, which is believed to be the 
case, there is no reason why they 
should not sail at once for Santiago. 
By the newspaper reports of the 
breach Sampson has made in the coast 
defenses at Santiago, there is every 
reason to believe that little difficulty 
will be found in the actual debarka- 
tion of the troops, particularly if ma- 


rines are already ashore to guard the 


landing. 
A suspicion is enteytained in some 


quarters that Sampson was hastened im .

In the present case tne authorities” 
here jaid down the general ends to be 
attained in Cuba and Porto Rico, and 
the War Board bas supplemented this 
with every hit of information which 
could assist the commander-in-chief. 
But beyond this Admiral Sampson's au- 
thority is practically without limit. 
Under these circumstances, the naval , 
authorities here have no means of 
knowing when a battle is to be ex- 
ecuted, or what the line of action is to 
be. 

The cruiser Buffalo, lately the 
Nictheroy of the Brazilian navy, ar- 
rived in Hampton Roads today directly 
from Brazil. The vessel, it is learned, 
is not yet actually on the United States 
naval lists. She has been acquired 
subject to conditions that will be 
doubtless strictly fulfilled the 
Brazilian government, but which have 
not been met. They are that the ship 
must be turned over in good condition 
as to hull and machinery. The ord- 
nance will be supplied by the United 
States government in the shape of 10- 
inch guns, now ready to put in the 
ship. The machinery of the Buffalo 
is known to be in bad shape, but just 
to what extent is not known here. The 
ship will be inspected by a naval board 
when she is ready for delivery to the 
government: Meanwhile the work of 
putting her in condition will go on at 
once at Newport News. The Buffalo 
was not obliged, like the Oregon, to 
make a detour in reaching a home port 
in order to avoid a possible enemy, be- 
cause, being manned by a Brazilian 
crew and not yet the property of the 
United States, she was not subject to 
attack. 

The death of Capt. Gridley has re- 
moved one of the officers set dowp for. 
advancement over their seniors, on 
account of the victory at Manila. The 
promotions recommended by the Pres- 
ident are the subject of much talk 
between naval officers. Those who 
did not participate in the battle are 
naturally displeased “at being 
jumped,” and they are pointing out 
the evils of the practice, among them 
being the probability that some of 
the very officers advanced are likely 
to be in turn jumped and so practi- 
cally set back by some officers now on 
duty with Sampson's fleet, who may 
distinguish themselves in battle. 

These officers are urging that it 
would only be prudent and fair to go} 
slowly in the matter of making pro- 
motions of this charecter, and ‘o 
await until the war is ended, whén all 
the meritorious officers may be  re- 
warded in strict accordance with their 
merit. 

It will be good news for the many 
persons interested directly or indi- 
rectly in clafms against the Spanish 
government growing out of ill-treat- 
ment in Cuba or loss of property sus- 
taimed there to know that the State 
Department has not lost sight of them 
and that their interests are to be fully 
conserved when it comes to a final 
eettlement between the United States 
and Spain. These claims on file in 
the Staite Department now amount to 
an aggregate of $16,000,000, and it is 
the purpose, when a treaty of peace 
is drawn, to provide therein for their 
settlement, either directly or through 
the more usual means of a joint 
claims commission. 

CLAIMS TROOPS LANDED.

now supposed to be on Cuban soil in 
the immediate wicinity of Santiago. 
This is not guess-work or military 
speculation. The information comes

Uniess the plans of the War De- 
partment miscarry, a considerable 
body of troops, embracing several. 
thousand regulars and marines, are 
now camped on the southern coast of 
Cuba, a few miles eastward of the en- 
trance to Santiago. This statement 
is based on the assértion of those in 
authority, with whom the informant 
is in frequent consultation. Officials 
of the War Department who are ad- 
vised on the subject are declining to 
discuss it and their cautiously-worded 
but non-committal statements are per- 
verted Into denials by those who are 
unable to get news. 


PEACE NEGOTIATIONS, 


Precedents Which Spain May Do 
Well to Follow. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—In view of 
the growing belief that Spain is seek- 


ing to initiate a peace moy 
ement, 
precedents bearing on peace m3 


negotia- 
tions are being locked into. They dis- 
close many interesting features in the 


negotiations following wa 
the United States 
The peace negotiations closing the 
revolutionary war came about in a 
romantic manner. Franklin and Jay 
were living in Paris at the time, havy- 
ing. succeeded in enlisting the active 
assistance of France. 
Among Franklin's neighbor w 
Madame Britton, with whom 
mous statesman-scientist formed: a 
fast friendship. Mme. Britton spent 
the summer at Nice, where she met 
several English noblemen, among 
whom was Lord Cholmondely. The 
latter on/learning that she was a 
friend of Franklin, asked for a note 
of introduction to him, saying he 
would call and drink tea with him at 
Passey. The letter was given and 
Franklin and Lord Cholmondely were 
brought together on friendly terms. 
His Lordship stated that he was an 


fad just become the ruling figure of 


intimate friend of Lord Shelburne, who ; 


the British ministry, and it was sus- 
gested that Franklin write a letter to 
Lora Shelburne, which Lord Cholmont- 
dely undertook to deliver in person. 
Acting upon the suggestion Franklin 
wrote a brief fetter expressing the 
wish that a “general peace” might be 
brought about. But he was careful to 
avoid betraying any enxiety or hope 
that peace would immediately take 
place. Franklin felt sure of his 
ground, as political conditions in the 
United States were much disturbed. 
The letter was very welcome to Lord 
Shelburne, as it arrived just after a 
serious upheaval in the British Par- 
liament. The ministry of Lord North. 
which had conducted the war, nar- 
rowly escaped a vote of censure, and i! 
fave place to a ministry favorable 
to the recognition of American inde- 
pendence. Lord Shelburne had not 
wished to initiate the movement, but 
Franklin's letter paved the way, and 
as a result formal negotiations were 
opened between Franklin and Lord 
Shelburne, leading to the recognition 
of American independence and _ the 
conclusion of a peace with the Amer- 
ican colonies, 

The peace negotiations after the war 
of 1812 were more formal in character. 
After the war began President Mai- 
ison took the first step toward re- 
storing peace, and in a message to 
Congress on November 4, 1812, he said: 

“Anxidus to bridge the evils from 
which a state of war cannot be ex- 
empt, I lost no time after it had been 
declared in conveying to the British | 
government terms on which its prog- 
ress might be assisted.” 

The.terms proposed by Madison were 
that Great Britain vacate the orders 
in council on blockades and on the im- 
pressment of American seamen. The 
movement came to naught. 

The Emperor of Russia took the 
next step to restore peace. He first 
made a proposition to John Quincy 
Adams, our Minister to St. Petersburg, 
suggesting that he would act as me- 
diator. The proposition was also made 
to the State Department at Washing- 
ton through the Russian Minister 
here. It was accepted by the United 
States and Messrs. Bayard, Gallatin 
and Adams received instructions on 
April 15, 1813, to proceed to St. Peters. 
burg. Their instructions began: 
“Your first duty will be to conclude 
a peace with Great Britain.” 

The terms of peace were the same 
as Madison had previously specified, 
but these were not indispensable con- 
ditions. 

Great Britain declined the overture, 
however, and Lord Castlereah wrote 
to the State Department suggesting 
direct negotiations. Accordingly, Henry 
Clay and Jonathan Russell were ad- 
ed to the peace commission, receiv- 
ing new Instructions January 28, 1814. 
British commissioners were appointed 
and the commission met at Ghent, 
August & The British presented four 
points,the Americansthree. Among the 
British points was that relating to the 
maintenance of a warship on the 
Great Lakes, which has since become 
an established practice. The peace 
treaty was finally agreed to December 
24, 1814. 

uring the Mexican war, while hos- 
tilities were still in progress, the chief 
clerk of the State Department, 
Nicholas P. Trist, was sent to Mexico 
to open negotiations for peace. He 
was instructed to demand the 
cession cf New Mexico and California. 
‘These terms were rejected by Mexico. 
Thereupon the United States recalled 
Trist. This caused much agitation in 
Mexico, for it was feared the United 
States would adopt very aggressive 
steps. Trist had not acted on the re- 
call, but remained in Mexico. He suc. 
ceeded, as a result of the change in the 
feeling in making a treaty of peace, 
known as the treaty of Guadalupe} 
Hidalgo, on February 4, 1848. 

At the close of the civil war, there 
were no peace negotiations or treaty 
in the usual-sense. Being a rebellion, 
the Federal Government recognized no 
power with which it could make a 
treaty. The surrender at Appomattox, 
was without condition, but an arrange- 
ment was made by which certain mil- 
itary concessions were allowed by Gen. 
Grant to the surrending army. Beyond 
this there were no formal peace treat. 
ies or agreement. 

The precedent of Franklin's informal 
peace overtures suggest that that if 
Spain is unable to secure the media- 
tion of the European powers she might 
enlist the service of some friend, who, 
in an individual capacity, could take 
the initiative as Franklin did. That 
of 1812 suggests that formal peace 
overtures are to be made through com- 
missioners, duly instructed on the 
terms they can grant. If the precedent 
of the Mexican war were folowed, 
then one of the officials of Spain’s For. 
eign Office could come to ashington 
and make personal overtures toward 
peace. The-.precedents show that there 
is no fixed procedure under interna- 
tional law toward a restoration of 
peace, and that the form adopted is 
dictated mainly by expediency and a 
desire to avoid the undue humiliation 
of the vanquished party. 


A SUMMER CAMPAIGN, | 


No Time to Be Wasted in Taking 
Siestas. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

NEW YORK, June 7.—Summer has 
set in in earnest, with a more fervent 
heat mm Florida and Cuba than in 
Washington, but summer weather is 
not to be wasted by the administra- 
tion in siestas, says the Washington 
correspondent of the Times. 

The Spanish forces in Cuba may have 
found it comfortable and consistent 
with the policy of prolonging the war 
to drop war when summer came on, 
and they may be ingelined to 
continue their old habits, but if 
they expect to do sb, the administra- 
tion will create a very different im- 
pression before the summer is over. 

After a brief experience of -.mmer 
camping with men hoping fo: active 
operations, only to remaing in hot 
camps, to think over cumors cf ac- 
tivities soon to come, the Presidefit 
thinks there will be less danger to 
the troops with occupation, even 
though they be in Cuba or Porto Rico, 
than there would be in camps remote 
from the scene of war and in mefe 
schools for drilling. 

It has’ come to be the opinion of 
medical men of sound experience and 
judgment of climatic risks that the 
army will be quite as well off during 
the. summer where they can reach 
the ‘enemy and keep him from going 
to Sleep too frequently, asthey vould 
be tying on the sands of Tampa Bay 
or Wasting away with ennui in the 


camps. 

The determination to make the 
campaign.on land and sea an active 
one m the beginning to the end is 
being curried out as well as possible. 
There are some drawhacks. among 
them being the sluggish response of 
some of &he bureaus of the War De- 
partment. Some of the old men in 
| the Quartermaster-General’s office, 
the Commissary General's department 
and other branches have been run- 
) ning this as it has been run for thirty 

years, insisting that the red tape that 
is well in time of. peace must be made 
© work in time of war. Under vigor- 
ous direction this red tape could be 
dispensed with or stretched to ans- 


wer, but that vigor can never be de- 


veloped in subordinates while there 
is @ lack of it at the head. No one 
knows this better than the President, 
and he ought to be able to find it 
out if he does not know it now, and 
also to find a remedy for it. 
All plans for the occupation of Porto 
Rico are kept very secret in the War 
partment.

British Cruiser Charybis Prepared 
for an Emergency at Las Palmas.

LONDON, June 7.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) A letter has been received in 
this city dated from on board the Brit- 
ish second-class cruiser Charybis, 
which recently arrived at Las Pimas, 
Grand Canary. The writer says: 

“We have had rather a ticklish time 
since our arrival here, as the natives 
think we have formed an alliance with 
America, 80 we are quite prepared 
should they attempt another Maine 
treachery.

A DEATH TRAP. 


The Merrimac Expedition Was 
Fraught With Great Danger. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1598.) 

WITH THE FLEET OFF 6ANTI- 

AGO DE CUBA, June 3, via Kingston, 

Jamaica, June 7.—To appreciate the 

great danger of the Merrimac expedi- 

tion, the character of the defenses of 
the harbor of Santiago de Cuba must 
be known. The entrance to the broad 
and deep harbor on which the city 
faces is by a narrow channel about 

a mile long and each side guarded 

by a hill, standing almost perpendic- 

ularly to a height of 180 feet. At one 
point the neck of this approach is less 

than 300 feet wide and only five and a 

half furlongs deep, so that to enter 

ships must go in one at a’ time. 
On a hill on the eastern side of the 


harbor is Moro Castle with five 
24-pounders, five 18-pounders and 
two modern’ rapid-fire guns. On 
the western hilltop are two 


batteries with modern guns. At the 
base of Moro Castle are several guns 
loaded with shrapnel to sweep the face 
of the water, and opposite is a similar 
battery. Going around the first curve 
of the narrow entrance, Cayo Smith, 
an island, is found facing down the 
harbor, with a battery of modern guns. 

In the narrow neck of the passage 
are three rows of mines, each fifty feet 
apart and the mines, sixteen in a row, 
each six feet apart. The Reina Mer- 
cedes lies in the shadow of Cayo Smith, 
partly dismantled, but having her four 
torpedo tubes loaded and facing down 
the channel. About’ half way up the 
channel, om the eastern bank, is the 
Estrella battery, with several small 
smooth-bore guns, and this was the 
menacing hole of death into which 
Lieut. bson and his men ventured 
with the Merrimac. 


MORE FRENCH ASSISTANCE,

atiantic steamer Versailles, loaded 
twelve hundred tons of coal from light- 
ers in St. Thomas Harbor last night, 
the purpose being to transfer the fuel 
to the Spanish collier Alicante, which 
is lying just beyond the three-mile 
Hmit off the island.

Dispatch.] The bombardment of the 
Santiago forts yesterday began at 7:45 
a m., and continued without interrup- 
tion until 11 o’clock. Then, after a 
brief delay, firing was resumed. Ten 
American ironclads took part. The first 
shot was fired by the Iowa. A 13-inch 
gun was trained on Moro Castle. Cer- 
vere’s statement that Hobson and his 
brave men are confined there was con- 
sidered a ruse to protect this spot from 
the American guns. The first shot just 
cleared the battlements of the fort, but 
the second dealt a tremendous blow. A 
battery was pitched Into the air. 

Not a yard of the coast escaped the 
American ships. Grown more daring 
by the destruction already wrought, 
they moved closer to the mouth of the 
harbor after 9 o’clock. There the Reina 
Mercedes had been discovered early in 
the morning trying to place explosives 
about the hull of the Merrimac. The 
Oregon had the first crash at the 
Spanish ship. A shell landed squarely 
aft of the Mercedes’s pilot house and 
smashed all the upper wgrks. Other 
American ships, flitting by, took their 
turns. 

CLEARED THE WAY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

LONDON, June 7.—A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Cape Haytien says: 

“The American victory at Santiago de 
Cuba has cleared the way for the en- 
trance of Admiral Sampson and the 
destruction of the Spanish fleet.

TRAP FOR SCHLEY. 


A Spanish Pilot Imposed on Him as 
a Loyal Cuban. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, June 7.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) A Sun special dated off 
Santiago, June 4, via Kingston, Ja- 
maica, June 7, says that Schley is con- 
vinced his fleet barely escaped being 
blown up by gubmarine mines in San- 
tiago Harbor, a trap to get him over 
the mines having been set by Spanish 
spies, who swarm at Kingston. He 
believes that the man sent him last

Kingston, in company with an inter- 
preter naried Duval, is none other 
than a Spanish pilot, Who had imposed 
upon the Cuban junta at Kingston, 
and, through the junta, on Dent. 

The dispatches told several days ago 
of the selection of a pilot by Dent to 
guide Schiey’s squadron past the mines 
and fnto the harbor of Santiago. The 
run wag to be made under cover of 
»darkness, and the pilot was confident 
of his ability to take the ships into 
the harbor in perfect safety. Dent, 
acting on instructions from Washing- 
ton, selected a man who was vouched 
for by the junta at Kingston as one 
loyal to the Cuban cause, and who 
knew the harbor of Santiago better 
than any other man to be found. 

The man, with Interpreter Duval, was 
taken on board the St. Paul, which 
took him to the flagship Brooklyn. The 
alleged pilot was no sooner on the fidg- 
Ship than he began asking questions 
of the most suspicious character, evi- 
dently endeavoring to learn the 
strengg@h of the squadron, armament ot 
tee ships and other things that would 
be of great importance to the Span- 
iards. 

When Schley questioned him about 
the harbor the information was 80 
clearly misleading, according to accu- 
rate charts in Schley’s possession, that 


the commodore at once believed the. 


man to be a spy. The commodore was 
at first indignant, and threatened to 
have the alleged pilot executed, but 
later on turned him over.to the Har- 
vard and sent him back to Kingston. 

It was discovered that his brother is 
the most experienced pilot in Santiago 
Harbor. When the Harvard delivered 
him in Kingston, Consul Dent thought 
some mistake had been made, and re- 
turned him to Schley, when the Har- 
vard left, with renewed assurances of 
‘his worth and loyalty. The Harvard 
has not yet delivered the man to the 
Brooklyn, and whether he will escape 
with his life or not when he again 
meets Schley is an open question. 
RESOLVED TO CONGRATULATE.

MADRID, June 7, 10 pm.—In the 
Chamber of Deputies, Capt. Aunon, 
Minister of Marine, read Admiral Cer- 
vera’s dispatch and a dispatch from 
Blanco to the effect that Gen. Linares 
had repulsed an American attempt to 
effect a landing of troops at Aguadores.

The mobilization 
was completed when the camp of reg- 
ulars at Mobile was broken up last

Rush orders for ammunition and sup- 
plies for Tampa have teen bestirring 
the activities of the subsistence and 
ordnance departments in the last few 
days. Last Thursday, for Instance, im- 
perative demands were made from 
army headquarters at Tampa that 1,- 
000,000 rounds of ammunition should be 
delivered at the point by Saturday 
night. So promptly was this attended 
to that the ammuniton was taken from 
the arsenal at Governor's Island 
Thursday afternoon and delivered at 
Tampa within the time prescribed, go- 
ing faster than the mails.

NEW YORK, June 8.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A special to the Journal 
from Hongkong, says the victory of 
Aguinaldo, the Philippine insurgent 
leader, is victory for Consul Wild- 
man. Wildman has believed in him, 
and from the first has advocated giv- 
ing him a fair trial. Dewey has con- 
sented more out of regard for Wild- 
man than because he believed in Aguin- 
aldo. Now Dewey writes Wildman: 

“Aguinaldo is behaving splendidly. 
He is a born soldier.” 

Aguinaldo himself writes Wildman, 
“Are you pleased with me? Have I 
kept my word?

OFF FOR REAL ACTION. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, June 8.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Early tomorrow morning 
the first expedition bound for Santi- 
ago de Cuba will embark from Tampa 
under command of Maj.-Gen. Shafter. 
Such an order was issued by the Sec- 
retary of War this afternoon to the 
general commanding the expedition. 
The message was received at the War 
Department this morning froin Shaf- 
ter informing the department that all 
the soldiers have been placed aboard 
the ships, and there would be no oc- 
casion for more than a few hours’ 
delay. The message was submitted 
to the Cabinet today by Secretary Al- 
ger, and it was agreed that the order 
to move on Santiago should not be de- 
layed for an hour. 

If the expedition gets away from the 
Florida coast tomorrow morning, as 
the order directs, the landing of the 
military force in Santiago province 
should be accomplished not later than 
Sunday, allowing a little more than 
three days for the voyage around the 
western end of Cuba, and another 


day to effect a landing. 


The administration does not fear the 
campaign will be a more difficult one 
than is counted on, but it recognjzes 
the danger that the government will 
be presented with petitions for peace 
from the Spanish ministry before time 
can be had for occupying Porto Rico, 
thus cutting off the plans for insuring 
indemnification from holding Porto Ri- 
ean territory. 

By sending troops from Santiago, im- 
mediately after the situation there 
shall permit of the withdrawal of army 
portion of the military force, valuable 
time will be saved in reaching Porto 
Rico. For this reason, it is believed the 
force will reach 20,000 men in all. Of 
this number, it is understood 56000 each 
are from Mobile and Jacksonville, 10,- 
000 from Tampa.

tion from Tampa tomorrow. The 

troops to be engaged, are for the most 

part, soldiers of the regular army.

Mr. Phelps was in Hong- 
kong. He remained over there in 
charge of important business matters 
of the captain’s. 

Dr. Kindleberger and Gunner Evans 
are going home on account of the ex- 
piration of their sea time. They are 
now, under the rules, expected to per. 
form shore duty for three years, but 
both wilBendeavor to go back to the 
sea again at.once. Col. Loud and Mr, 
Phelps are merely going on business, 
and will return to the McCulloch. 

These men, as may be expected, from 
the important parts they took in the 


Manila fight, have each very interest-' 


ing stories to tell. .They speak, first of 
all, however, of the valor and deter- 
mination of their opponents. They say 
that the Spaniardis fought bravely even 
after the last vestige of hope was gone, 

‘and stayed by their guns as long as 
they could be used at all. 

Mr. Loud, who was on the McCulloch 
during the battle, was a witness of 
events on both sides. From his posi- 
tion he could see every movement of 
the American ships, and could also 
see the battle plans of the Spaniards. 

“For two hours,” says Mr. Loud, “the 
steady thunder of cannon was kept up. 
The roar was something terrible. A 
terrific fire was kept up from the forts 
and the Spanish ships upon our fleet. 
It looked to us from the McCulloch that 
our vessels could not possibly survive 
the awful fusillade. Heavy shells and 
solid shot fell around them like hail 
from tthe clouds, and many exploded 
immediately over the ships. 

“At one time, I really thought we 
would be beaten. This was after the 
fire had been kept up for an hour. It 
looked as if every gun on the Spanish 
ships. had turned loose on us all to- 
gether, and the shore line was a verita- 
ble blaze of fire from the batteries. 
The din was simply indescribable. 
Tons upon tons of shot fell over our 
ships. Yes, there was steel enough to 
have sunk our entire fleet. 

“Our salvation was the bad marks- 
manship of the Spaniards. They han- 
dled their pieces like boys. Nearly all 
of their shog went wide of the mark. 
Most were high, flying over the 
fleet and falilng into thé bay beyond. 
Some of the batteries, however, were 
better trained. Several guns main- 
tained a raking fire on the fleet. Nearly 
r ' of our ships were struck by both 
l..se and small shot, but no damage of 
consequence was done. 

“We left Manila on the 5th. At that 
time Commodore Dewey was in posses- 
sion of the shore forts and arsenal. 
Considerable ammunition and some 
fair guns were captured. All of the 
Spanish vessels were resting easy on 
the bottom of the bay. Several were 
burned to the water’s edge, and, as 
you know, one was blown up. 

“Manila, om the opposite side of the 
bay had not been taken, and it was 
not the purpose of Commodore Dewey 
to do so at that time. Of course, the 
city and its suburbs were completely 
at the mercy of our guns, and we 
could have laid it in ruins in a very 
short time. But the force on the war- 
ships is too smal] to land and take 
possession. When the troops arrive 
from San Francisco, Commodore Dewey 
will demand the immediate surrender 
of the city and the troops stationed 
there’ If a refusal is given, fire will 
at once be opened from the warships 
and forcible possession will be taken at 
once. 

“There will be no difficulty in hold- 
ing Manila and the Philippines. Com- 
plete subjugation of the Spanish 
forces in the group will be accom- 
plished without trouble, and with very 
little danger to American life. The 
insurgents are very friendly, and at 
the time we left were besieging the 
town in large forces. They are acting 
under the orders of Commodore 
Dewey.” 

TERRIFIC EXECUTION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]} 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.—Dr. Kin- 

dleberger, who has arrived here on the 
steamer Belgic, gives a graphic account 
of the terrific fight at Manila. He was 
on the Olympia through it all. In the 
first assault the flagship took the lead, 
the other vessels following in her wake 
at four ships’ lengths. The Spanish 
fitet was approached by laps, each turn 
brfiging the contestants nearer to- 
gether. By this plan, the American 
vessels frequently poured broadsides in- 
to the enemy, but were themselvs more 
exposed to the fire. ) - 
‘At one time the smoke become so 


a 


dense that it was necessary to draw 
aside, allowing the cloud to lift. The 


‘vessels were examined, and it was dis- 


covered that they had sustained no 
damage. Bfeakfast was served to the 
men and in a few minutes they reén- 
tered the fire with the greatest enthusi- 
asm. The seco fire was even more 
fierce than the first. It was in that that 
the Baltimore was struck. 

During the first fire the Spanish ad- 
miral’s ship steamed bravely out to 
meet the Olympia. The entire Ameri- 
can fleet concentrated fire on her, and 
she was so badly injured that she 
turned around to put back. At this 
juncture the Olympia let fly an 8-inch 
shell which struck her stern and pierced 
through almost her entire length, ex- 
ploding finally in the engine-room, 
wrecking her machinery. This shell 
killed the captain and sixty men and 
set the vessel on fire. The Spanish ad- 
miral immediately transferred his flag 
to the cruiser Isla de Cuba. Several 
smaller vessels of the American fleet, 
led by the Boston, centered fire on this 
ship and literally tore her to pieces. 
The admiral was slightly wounded and 
escaped in a small boat into Baker Bay 
and finally to Manila. . 

In the heat of the fight two torpedo- 
boats moved out to attack t¢he fleet. 
They were allowed to come within 800 
yards when a fusillade from the Olym- 
pia sent one to the bottom with all on 
board, and riddled the other. The sec- 
ond boat was later found turned up on 
the beach covered with blood. In the 
second fight the Baltimore was sent to 
silence the fort at Cavite. She plunged 
into a cloud of smoke, and opened all 
her batteries on the fortifications. In 
a very few minutes, a shell struck in the 
ammunition and the fort blew up with 
a deafening roar. The work of the Bal- 
timore was glorious. After tht prin- 
cipal ships had been destroyed the Con- 
cord, Raleigh and Petrel, being of light 
draft, were sent close in to handle the 
remaining vessels of the fleet. They 
made quick work of them. 

Several tugs and a large numbe: of 
launches and small boats were captured. 
The vessels destroyed were three cruis- 
ers, eight gunboats and two torpedo 
vessels. The series of fortifications at 
Cavite, a neighboring arsenal, and the 
fort on Corregidor island at the head 
of the bay, were captured. 

In taking possession of the land forts 
several hundred wounded Spaniards fell 
into the hands of the Americans and 
nearly two hundred dead were ac- 
counted for on the spot. Holes in which 
numbers had been hastily buried were 
found. The dead were returned to 
relatives, as far as this could ‘be donc, 
and the wounded were cared for in the 
best manner by the American surgeons. 
The Spanish loss footed up 400 killed, 
600 wounded and a property loss of any- 
where from $6,000,000 to $10,000,000. 

The day of<the fight was clear and 
hot. Not a breath of air was stirring. 
After the first battle the Americans 
were greatly fagged by the heat, 
and the-.rest and breakfast allowed 
them by the commodore was of inesti- 
mable benefit. While the men were 
having breakfast, a conference of all 
the officers was held on board the 
Olympia, when the plans of the sec- 
ond battle were made known by the 
commodore. 

Several shots struck the Olympia, 
and she was pierced a number of times, 
One shell struck the side of the ship 


| against the hospital ward. The chap- 


lain and nurses were watching the 
fight through a port a few inches away 
and were stunned by the concussion. 
Experts have figured out that the 
fighting volume of the guns of the 
respective sides in the battle was 
three for the Americans against seven 
for the Spaniards. It is clear then, 
that the superiority was in the ships 
and men themselves, the Americans 
having, the experience and the nerve. 
unner Evans of the Boston was one 
of the men who sent the Spanish ships 
down to Davy Jones’ locker. He directed 
the fire of one of the big guns on the 
cruiser. He was af all times greatly 
exposed, but did not recieve a shot. 
Not a man on the Boston received 4 
scratch. Mr. Evans _§ states. that 
throughout the battle the fighting force 
of the Boston, and, in fact, all of the 
ships were as cool as if on a May-day 
pleasure cruise. : 


LETTER FROM AGUINALDO. 


The Philippine Chief Modestly Tells 
of His Success. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

LONDON, June 8.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The Hongkong correspondent of 
the Daily Mail says United States Con- 
sul Wildman has received the following 
letter from Aguinaldo, the insurgent 
leader in the Philippines: 

“Before opening an attack upon any 
town, I summon the Spanish officer in 
command to surrender. In one case 
one of the officers so summoned replied 
by stating that the garrison was not 
quite ready to fight, and he asked me if 
I would defer the attack for three 
hours. I complied. | 

“The first engagement we had with 
the Spanish occurred on May 28, when 
we captured nineteen, with their arms 
and ammunition. Toward evening we 
hemmed them in. One hundred and 
ninety Cazefores and seventy loyal na- 
tives participated. We lost four killed. 
The Spaniards lost sixteen killed, in- 
cluding one officer. The result of this 
engagement was that fighting became 
general throughout the province of 
Cavite. After four days’ fighting, over 
2000 Spaniards were taken prisoners, in- 
cluding many officers and Gen. Leo- 
poldo Pana, Governor of Cavite, who 
handed me his sword, revolver and 
golden. belt and a formal letter of sur- 
render.”’ 

An American naval captain writes 
as follows. 

“In my opinion, the rebels have un- 
dergone a radical change since the ad- 
vent of Aguinaldo. The Spaniards have 
lost all during the time he has been 
here, and if our people don’t hurry, 
there won’t be any Spaniards left at 
the end of the fight. The American 
ships have taken no part in the fight- 
ing. Neither boats nor men have been 
ong and reports to the contrary are 
alse. 

“Dispatches from Manila say ‘that 
Aguinaldo is doing splendid work. Mon- 
day of last week he routed the Span- 
iards, taking 400 prisoners, among them 
twenty-eight officers. On the Wednes- 
day following ‘he took fifty prisoners 
and four field pieces in a battle at a 
point between Cavite and Manila. On 
Thursday, when this dispatch left Ma- 
nila, he had cornered 190 Spaniards in an 
old Church at Cavite, and not caring 
to bombard, he was starving them. He 
treats his prisoners well. 

“Four todWns are now in the hands 
of the rebels. It is reported that the 
Governor-Géneral wanted to surren- 
der, but his officers prevailed upon him 
to hold out. The captain of the prov- 
ince of Batanga has been held by the 
insurgents, and the Governor at- 
tempted to commit suicide. The Goy- 
ernor of Malabar is also a prisoner 
The insurgents of the other provinces 
are advancing on Manila.” 

DEWEY’S DIFFICULTIES. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—The press 
reports of the fierce fighting that has 
been going on in the Philippines be- 
tween the insurgents and the Span- 
fards were read with the greatest in 
terest at the Navy Department, where 
the officials realize the very grave 
nature of the problem that confronts 
Admiral Dewey. The naval officers 
say that the administrative difficul- 
ties which Admiral Dewey must con- 
tend with are indicative of what may 
be expectee »y Maj.-Gen. Merritt, when 
he reaches the Pnilippines. 

A complete understanding of the 
nature of the agreement that exists 
between Admiral Dewey and Chief 
Aguinaido seems to be lacking here, 


but from the fact that some of the 


press reports state that the insurgent 
leader is receiving the surrender of 
Spanish troops, and has proclaimed 
himself dictator pro tempore, it is in- 
ferred that Gen. Merritt's functions as 
aged governor will be very lim- 


AN OUTLET CAPTURED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
LONDON, June 7.—A dispatch to 
the Daily Telegraph from Manila dated 
June 3, says: 


“The Spaniards in the church in Old 
Cavite are still holding out, but the 
adjacent town of Imus has been cap- 
tured by the insurgents. This is an 
important point at the back of Cavite 
proper, and its possession by the rebels 
is a serious matter for the Spaniards, 
because it is an outlet to the sur- 
rounding country, and through it sup- 
plies are brought to the city of Ma- 
nia. It will also afford an admirable 
base of operations for a further ad- 
vance toward the city. 

“It has been found impossible to 
conceal from the inhabitants of Ma- 
nila the fact that the tnsurgents’ suc- 
cesses have cast a deep gloom upon 
foreign residents, who are more anx- 
ious than ever to get away. For the 
most part the men remain, but the 
women and children have been sent to 
Cavite, where they are safe under the 
Stars and Stripes. 

“The most friendly relations exist 
between Admiral Dewey and the con- 
sular representatives of the powers 
and the commanders of European war- 
ships in the bay. The Spanish soldiers 
who have been captured are a sorry- 
looking lot. If they are a fair sam- 
ple, they will be no match for the 
American troops.” 

PHILIPPINE REPUBLICS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, June 7.—The Hongkong 
correspondent of the Times says: “A 
proclamation issued by Aguinaldo, the 
insurgent chief, points to’a desire to 
set up a native administration in the 
Philippines under an American pro- 
tectorate. Aguinaldo, with an advisory 
council, would hold the dictatorship 
until the conquest of the islands, and 
then would establish a republican as- 
sembly. Aguinaldo has issued orders 
that the lives and property of Euro- 
peans, Chinese and all Spanish non- 
combatants are to be protected, and 
all excesses are to be avoided.”

Day Dispatches Coudensed. 


A Denver News Washington special says 
Representative Gunn of Idaho has addressed 
an open letter to Chairman Butler of the 
Populist National Committee. 1n this Jetter 
he calls attention sharply to Senator Kyle's 
vote against greenbacks and in favor of 

us. He demands that the South Dakota 
Senator be not hereafter recognized as in 
any way connected with the Populist na- 
tional organization. 

The opening session of the first national 
convention of the Society of the Democracy 
of America was held at Chicago yesterday. 
National President Eugene V. Debs made a 
few remarks welcoming the delegates. About 
thirty States were represented by 125 dele- 
gates, some of whom were women. Among 
those present was G. C. Clemens, a brother 
of Mark Twain. The follbwing were elected 
a Committee on Credentials: J. C. Dear- 
mond, Colorado, chairman; W. L. Johneron, 
Kansas, and J. F. Finn, Illinois. 

The new Minister from Brazil, Sefior 
Joaquin Francis de Assiz, was presented to 
the President yesterday and made an ad- 
dress, in which he said: “The destiny 
which made of our two countries the great- 
est territorial powers of America, giving us 
similar aspirations in the domain of polit cal 
perfection, established, however, very differ- 
ent fields for the material activity of each. 
Production, the basis of public wealth, is 
far from being the same in the two nations, 
so the very struggle for existence which not 
seldom obliterates the best feclings and de- 
feats the best designs, instead of giving us 
cause for selfish competition, and distur- 
bances of our good relations, will be, on the 
contrary, the certain pledge of the firmest 
friendship. We are mutually drawn together 
by the two forces which exert the greatest 
influence upon human action—love and in- 
terest.” 


Night Dispatches Condensed, 


A Paris cablegram says no news has been 
| feceived to justify the rumor on the bourse 
that war had broken out between Chile and 
Argentine. 

Secretary Alger has accepted the service of 
the American National Red Cross as auxiliary 
to the hospital service to the army of the 
United States in a letter to Miss Clara Barton. 

A cablegram from Vienna says the disorders 
over the promised decree authorizing the offi- 
cial use of the Czech language in Bohemia 
and Moravia have been renewed, the the 
Reichsrath will probably be dissolved. 

The Democratic State Central Committee 
will meet at San Francisco Saturday to de- 
cide on the time and place for holding the 
State convention. It is conceded there will 
be no fusion. 

Capt. O. F. Bolles and J. K. Bulger, San 
Francisco inspectors of steam vessels, have 
exonerated Capt. Pierce of the Corona of all 
blame for the loss of the steamer Corona off 
Lewis Island on January 23. 

A Mobile dispatch says the headquarters 
of the Fourth Army Corps has been changed 
from Mobile to Tampa. Gen. Coppinger is 
already there and yesterday the officers of 
the corps were ordered thither. Brig.-Gen. 
Lloyd Wheaton is left in command at 
Mobile. 

A London dispatch says George N. Curzon, 
Under Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
replying in the House of Commons yesterday 
to a question about the Canadian-American 
agreement, said: ‘‘Negotiations have taken 
place at Washington for the settlement of all 
pending questions between Great Britain and 
the United States.’’ 

A dispatch from Hutchinson, Kan., says 
Congressman Jerry Simpson, who was re- 
cently renominated for Congress by the Popu- 
lists, has received the indorsement of the 
Democratic Congress Convention for the Sev- 
enth Kansas District. The convention also 
indorsed the administration of Gov. dy, 
Populist, and all the talk was for fusion in 
the coming State election. ° 

A New York dispatch says a big cut in 
Klondike rates was announced yesterday by 
the West shore, and the Nickel Plate rail- 
roads. These roads have put ip force a new 
through second-class passenger rate of $25 
from New York to weattle, against a pre- 
vious rate of $69.75. is the first time 
the Vanderbilt roads have taken part in the 
northwestern passenger-rate war, which the 
Canadian Pacific began. 

At Montreal no actual move has yet been 
made in the capias case against Lieut. Car- 
ranza and Sefior du Bosc, but their counsels 
will try to have the capias quashed, and if suc- 
cessful will have Detective Kellert arrested 
again, this time for malicious arrest. It ap- 
pears that, though a seizure was put upon 
their deposit at the Bank of Montreal, the 
Spaniards managed to withdraw their money 
before the papers were served. 

A Mobile dispatch says liberal responses 
were received yesterday to the request for 
funds for the raising of the mortgage on the 
Hobson homestead at Greénsboro. Last 
night, however, a teegram was received from 
Judge Hobson's attorney, saying the move- 
ment was unnecessary. There remains but a 
small balance due on the mortgage, and the 
amount has been tendered by a building and 
loan assiciation. No aid is needed, nor will 
any be accepted. | 

The Navy Department has decided to give 
the naval cadets at Annapolis an opportunity 
to see real warfare by taking assignment on 
the warships in lieu of the costomary sum- 
mer vacation.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.—The 
principal event in the local war situa- 
tion today was the departure of the 
monitor Monterey and the collier Bru- 
tus for Manila. The order to get un- 
der way was issued about 1 o'clock, 
and shortly afterward the wharves 
and docks on the water front were 
crowded with people anxipus to wit- 
ness the departure of the formidable 
fighting machine and the collier which 
is to accompany her. Every steam 
whistle on* the water front blew a 
farewell, and as the two vessels 


moved down the harbor toward the 
Golden “Gate the crowds on the 
wharves set Up a mighty cheer. 

The Monterey has always been a 
great local faorite, but the 
prospects are that she will 
never ‘again enter this har- 
bor, as she is to be permanently 
stationed in the vicinity of Uncle 


Sam’s colonies in the east. 

Nearly $90,000 was paid out today to 
the volunteers from Pennsylvania and 
Colorado. All day long lines of men 
were receiving the money due them 
for a month’s past services, and for 
one month’s service in advance. 

That the second expeditiGn to the 
Philippines will not leave here before 
next Saturday seems almost certain at 
this writing. Stores, medical sup- 
plies, and ammunition are being 
placed on board, but the work will 
hardly be completed before the end of 
the week, though it is stated that the 
vessels will get away on Friday. The 
troops which are to embark on the Co- 
lon, Zealandia and China are ready 
for service, the last equipment being 
delivered today. 

As regards the high rates charged 
for steamers, the cheapest so far se- 
cured is the.C entennial.. This vessel 
is old but seaworthy, and is about on 
a par with the steamer Zealandia, 
which is twenty-nine years old. It is 


somewhat slow, but for all that, is 
serviceable and comfortable, though 
an expensive vessel. to operate.’ The 


Pacific Mail steamers City of Para 
and San Blas may be chartered for 
reasonable rates, and the government 
will undoubtedly secure. both. The 
Pacific Coast steamer City of Puebla 
has met with official approbation and 
may be chartered. The Morgan City 
is regarded as a good steamer, but the 
quibble is over the charter price, 
though her agents announce that they 
will do all in their power to secure a 
fair proposition to put before the gov- 
ernment. - 

Rear-Admiral Kirkland has received 
instructions from Washington to ex- 
pedite the work on the gunboat York- 
town. It is the wish of the Navy De- 
partment to keep her in Pacific Coast 
waters. The cruiser Philadelphia will 
be commissioned on July 1, and the 
Yorktown should be ready in about 
two months. The torpedo boat Rowan 
will soon be tested in Portland, and the 
torpedo boat Davis has already been 
launched in Portland. They will shortly 
be put in commission, and the depart- 
ment is of the opinion that the boats, 
with the Philadelphia and the York- 
town will give ample protection to the 
Coast. 

The Fifty-first Regiment of Iowa 
Volunteers, coming in three sections, is 
scheduled to arrive late tonight. Word 
was received at army headquarters 
that the 800 recruits from Georgia 
would arrive early Friday morning. 
News was also received that two bat- 
teries of the Sixth United States Artil- 
lery have been ordered to this city. 

The subscriptions to the local Red 
Cross fund will soon reach the $40,000 
mark. At noon today there was a total 
of $38,649 in the fund. 


THAT SECOND CALL. 


Adjt.-Gen. Corbin Will not Make the 
Apportionment Public. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Adjt.-Gen. 
Corbin announced tonight that he 
would not make public the apportion- 
ment of the volunteer troops among 
the States under the second call of thé 
President. The enlistment of the 75,000 
men called for will proceed, as hereto- 
fore announced, precisely as enlist- 
ments are made for the regular army. 
The Governors of States are notified 
by the department how many men are 
to be enlisted in their States under 
the second call, and how the enlist- 
ments will be made; but this informa- 
tion will not be given to the public by 
the War Department. 

It is expected that the enlistment of 
troops will proceed more smoothly than 
it would if the quota of each State was 
made public at this time. A majority 
of the men enlisted will be sent at 
once to the permanent camps to fill 
regiments that are incomplete, the men 
being assigned. of course, to regiments 
which belong to their localities. 

Under the gecond call each State is 
called upon to furnish a specified num- 
ber of men, not a@ specified number of 
companies, battalions or regimental or- 
ganizations. After a State has filled 
its quota, the men unassigned to regi- 
ments already in the service will he 
organized into new regiments, the 
Governors commissioning the officers 
who are to command them. 

A THIRD EXPEDITION. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMEs.} 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The prospect for sending a 
third detachment of troops to Manila 
as soon as the troops are equipped for 
the purpose and very soon after the 
second expedition shall have left San 
Francisco is brighter.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—The Repub- 
lican members of the Conference Com- 
mittee on the War Revenue Bill were 
in caucus for about four hours today, 
and it is stated by members of the 
caucus that they practically reached 
an agreement on the most important 
items of difference between the two 
houses. They relate to the coinage of 
silver bullion, the form of bond provi- 
sion and the amount of the bonds, the 
inheritance tax, the duty on tea, etc.

The general impression among Sena- 
tors is that there will be some provision 
for coinage of the seigniorage, and pos- 
sibly all the silver bullion in the treas- 
ury, but it is not believed that the 
terms of te Senate provision will be 
accepted without material modification, 
The result of the Oregon elections 
strengthenéd those opposed to making 
any concessions to silver, but it also 
had the effecg of causing the western 
Republican Senators to be all the more 
clamorous for recognition. They ex- 
press confidence that their representa- 
tions will not go unheeded, and they 
profess to speak upon assurances from 
Republicans of the conference. 

Two sessions of the full committee 
was held, but in these only matters of 
minor importance were passed upon, 
and as a rule the Senate amendments 
on these matters were accepted. Among 
the changes was one in the beer-tax 
provision, making it definite that the 
stock on hand exempted should be the 
stock in the hands of dealers, and not 
of brokers. 

The House conferees are making a de- 
termined contest to relieve insurance 
agents from the license of $12 a year, 
and they have indicated a tendency to 
allow the tax on bankers, brokers, 
theaters, etc,, to standing of the in- 
surance agents are not taxed.

It has been the intention @f the mili- 
tary authorities to have started the 
first expedition a day or two ago, but 
the non-arrival of the equipment of the 
large siege guns which it is proposed 
to use in the reduction of Santiago and 
the capture of Admiral Cervera’s fleet, 
necessjtated a short postponement. The 
transports are erfect readiness for 
the embarkation of the troops, and 
nothing now remains that should oc- 
cupy more than a day or two. The 
army of occupation will then be hur- 
ried forward and nothing will be per- 
mitted to interfere with the prompt in- 
vasion of Santiago and the capture or 
destruction of the imprisoned fleet. 

In commenting upon the reports of a 
military engagement near Santiago, it 
was said after the Cabinet meeting that 
if there had been any collision it prob- 
ably occurred between the Spaniards 
and a force of our marines who may 
have been attempting to land arms 
for the use of the insurgents,

PRESCOTT, (Ariz.,) June 7.—Dr. J. P. 
McNally was shot and seriously, though 
not fatally, wounded, this afternoon, in 
his office by a man named Frank Stew- 
art. Stewart is a prospector, and was 
under medical treatment by McNally, 
the latter having performed an opera- 
tion on him. A dispute arose over the 
settlement of the bill, and Stewart 
pulled a gun, aiming at the doctor’s 
heart. 

The bullet struck the watch in the 
doctor’s vest pocket, shattering it to 
pieces, and, glancing, passed through 
the left arm, between the elbow and 
wrist, and through the fleshy part of 
the thigh. The doctor owes his life to 
the bullet hitting the watch. Stewart 
made his escape, but officers are on his 
trail. 
Dr. McNally is a nephew of the cele- 
brated Catholic priest, Father McNally 
of San Francisco. 


REACHES HONOLULU. 


She is Given a Royal Welcome to 
the Islands, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


HONOLULU, May 30, via San Fran- 
cisco, June 7.—The cruiser Charles- 
ton was sigh‘ed off Kobe Head just 
before 10 o’clock yesterday morning, 
and by noon was at anchor alongside 
the Bennington. The five whistles which 
had been the agreed signal to announce 
the arrival of the vessel, aroused the 
community just as it was getting 
ready for church. 

Pilot Macauley had just put off in the 
pilot boat as soon as the Charleston 
was sighted. He met her outside Dia- 
mond Head, went aboard and stood 
with Navigating Officer Brauners- 
reuther on the bridge while she was 
brought into the harbor. ; 
Scarcely had the sound of the last 
signal whistle died away when the 
whole town began moving down to the 
water front. The vessels in the har- 
bor, without distinction of nationality, 
began dressing ship. Flags went up on 
on every available roof and flagstaff in 
town, and by the time the Charleston 
was near enough for the officers ef the 
boat to use their glasses, the whole 
town and water front was an animated 
picture of flags and bunting and men, 
women and children in holiday attire, 
lining the wharfs, waving handker- 
chiefs in salute. 

Small craft of all kinds decked out 
in their bravest and carrying welcom- 
ing parties, put out to sea, so that the 
dull-calored but majestic Charleston 
came into the channel convoyed by as 
gay a fleet as ever wetcomed a visitor 
to these shores. The shipping in the 
harbor. dipped their colors to the war- 
ship as she passed down the water 
front to her anchorage. 

On account of a rule of the American 
navy that salutes are not to be fired 
on Sunday, unless one wr the other of 
the saluting parties are to leave during 
the day, the Charleston’s guns remained 
silent after the ship came to unchor 
in the stream. At 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing, a salute of twenty-one guns was 
exchanged with the shore battery. 
Capt. Nichols of the Bennington raid 
his official visit to Capt. Glass of the 


Charleston soon after the latter came 


to anchor. 

Never has there been such an out- 
pouring of Honolulu’s citizens to wel- 
come visitors. Thousands were on the 
wharf. It was indeed a gale day. The 
officers of the National Guard have 
kept open house at the club in the 
Bungalow since the Charleston caime 
to anchor in the harbor. Invitaticns 
have been extended to the officers cf 
the warships and the visiting press rep- 
resentatives to make themselves at 
home in the clubro2dms. 


CLIMATE AND CROPS. 


Reports Show the Former Hasn’t 
Hurt the Latter so Much. 

[ASSOCIATED I’RESS DAY REPORT, 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.—The Cali- 
fornia section of the Department of 
Agriculture has issued the follownig 
summary of the weather and crop con- 
ditions existing in California fer the 
week ending May 6: 

“The beginning of June was marked 
by heavy showers for this time of the 
year over the northern ‘half cf the 
State. The weekly rainfall was much 
above the normal along the coast north 
of San Francisco, and also in the 
southern portion of the Sacramento 
Valley. No rain fell in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

“The week was cold until Saturday 
when a hot wave jprevailed. Except 
along the coast, the warm wave con- 
tinued to the end of the week. Not- 
withstanding the warm weather, the 
average temperatures were below the 
normal in the great vallevs. On the 
whole, the weather has been good for 
crops. 

“Some cut hay was damaged, but the 
benefit to grain and pasture more than 
compensates for the loss. Haying is in 
progress and baling will soon take 
place. Second crop of alfalfa is nearly 
ready to cut. Wheat has been im- 
proved by the cold weather and will 
fill well. Some summer fallowtng is 
under way. 

“All fruits are in excellent condition. 
Grapes are setting splendidly. Or- 
anges promise a large yield. Royal 
Ann cherries are being shipped daily.” 


NEWS FROM HONOLULU. 


Steamer Belgic Arrives But is in 

: Quarantine. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]} 
-SAN FRANCISCO, June 17.—The 
st®amer Belgic arrived from the Orient 
via Honolulu early this morning, but 
Was sent into quarantine, three cases 
of smallpox having developed since her 
departure from Hongkong. One case 
was landed at Nagasaki, another at 
Koke and the third at Honolulu. No 
new cases have developed since the 
steamer left Honolulu, and it is 
thought that the disease has been 
stamped out. The vessel and cargo will 
be thoroughly fumigated today, and it 
is possible that the mail and passen- 
gers may be landed tonight. 

The Belgic reports sighting the first 
fleet of transports which left this city 
May 26, about 150 miles east of Hono- 


_ brought by the Belgic; at least nothing 
was given out to the Merchants’ Ix- 
change man, who went alongside as 
she entered the harbor, but it is gen- 
erally believed that the mails will tell 
of the safe arrival of the big cruiser. 

At 10 o’tlock this morning, the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange received word from 
the Belgic that that vessel had sailed 
from Honolulu on June 1, and that the 
Charleston had arrived at Honolulu 
two days before, and was being coaled 
at the time of the departure of the Bel- 
gic. Great preparations were being 
made at Honolulu for the reception cf 
the troops, which were exnoected to ar- 
‘rive there on the day the Belgie left. 
The town has been beautifuily decor- 
ated and a public reception wae to. be 
given the men on the troop ships. 

Among the passengers on the Belgic 
were Dr. Kidelberger of the Olympia 
and Gunner Evans of the Boston. Both 
of these men had been ordered homé 
before the battle of Manila, but when 
they learned that a battle was iminent 
they asked permission to remain with 
the fleet and participate in the fight. 
This was allowed, and immediately 
after the battle they started for home. 

When the Belgic left Hongkong on 
May 10, the bubonic plague was raging, 
many deaths occurring among the 
white poulation. One hundred and fifty 
miles out from Honolulu the Belgic 
sighted the transport steamers Aus- 
tralia, Peking and City of Sydney, 
Which vessels signaled that all were 
well on board. The steerage passen- 
gers and crew of the Belgic will be de- 
tained, but the cabin passengers will 
be landed this afternoon. 


SEVEN DEAD BODIES. 


Remains Found of Probable Victims 
frbm the Jane Gray. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) June 7.—A special 
from Alberni says that the bodies of 
seven white men, supposed to have 
been victims of the Jane Gray disas- 
ter, have been picked up on the beach 
near the Kuyuquot reservation by In- 
dians, while a sack of clothing with an 
Italian name on it avas washed ashore 
not far from Clayoquot. Coupled with 
this information comes the, news by 
the return of the C. P. N. steamer 
Willaps that considerable wreckage 
from the lost schooner, inclusive of four 
of the boats, has been discovered at 
different points along the coast. 
he gasoline launch belonging to Maj. 


Ingram’s mountain-climbing party has 
also been found by Indians. It foated 
upright, although the sea had flooded 
it, There were a number of books and 
papers in the boat, but no bodies, and 
the natuval supposition is that the six 
who were seen in the boat when it left 
the schooner have all been washed over- 
board. 

The Nootka Sound Indians picked up 
another boat, the Dory, belonging to 
the Jane Gray, and which was referred 
to by several of the survivors in their 
stories of the wreck.

‘HOFF’S EXECUTION STAYED. 


His Appeal to the Supreme Court 
Was Perfected Yesterday. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.—Albert 
Hoff will not be hanged on Friday, as 
was expected, for the murder of Mrs. 
Mary Clute in this city on December 
15 last. Delay of his execution for 
weeks, perhaps months, has been ob- 
tained by means of an appeal to the 
Supreme Court on alleged errors in the 
judgment of death. 

The appeal to the Supreme Court was 
perfected today. Through Hoff’s at- 
torneys he filed before Judge Cook, at 
the opening of court this morning, for- 
mal notice of an application to the 
Supreme Court for a reversal of the 
judgment of the Superior Court. 

By this appeal he will succeed in 
having reviewed the information upon 
which he was tried, the instructions 
of the court to the jury during the 
trial, and the final judgment of death. 
This appeal by operation of law will 
stay his execution until the case is 
passed upon by the Supreme Court. In 
all probability the Supreme Court will 
hear Hoff's appeal early in July.

TROOPS COME TOMORROW. 


LARGE DETACHMENT 


4 FROM EL PASO. 


Preparations Being Made by the 
‘War Board and Others to Give 
a Fitting Reception to the Boys 
in Blue—Saturday’s Excursion to 
Terminal Island. 


Tomorrow thirty-six cars of United 
States soldiers will. pass through Los 
Angeles on their way from New Orleans 
to San Francisco to forfn a part of the 
troops that will sooh sail for Manila. 
The cars will come in three sections and 
leave El Paso at 8 o’clock today. As 
they come as special trains the exact 
hour at which they will arrive here will 
not be definitely known until this after- 


noon. . 

The War Board of the Merchants and 
Manufacturer's Association is arranging 
for a royal reception to the nation’s de- 
fenders. They will be provided with a 
bountiful lunch and delicate flowers. 
Miss Fannie Wills and J. 8S. Slauson 
have prepared a menu for the boys that 
will long be remembered by them. In- 
stead of the usual sandwiches, the sol- 
. diers will be treated to fresh rolls with 
separate rations of the best mutton 
that can be procured and roasted spec- 
jally for their use. In addition about 
250 gallons of delicious coffee and cream 
will be awaiting their arrival, and for 
desert, Judge Erskine M. Ross has do- 
nated twenty boxes of the finest oranges 
from his ranch. .The War Board and 
the Woman's Auxiliary together with 
. the members of the Relief Corps will be 
in attendance to look after the distribu- 
tion of the lunch and to extend to the 
soldiers the courtesies to which they 
are so thoroughly entitled. 

In view of the fact that the ex- 
penses of the lunch can not be de- 
frayed by the War Board from the 
moneys collected for the war fund, pa- 
triotic citizens are requested to send 
flowers and delicacies to the Hall of 
Industry today. . 

Over one thousand bandages were 
finished yesterday by the different or- 

izations assisting in the work ‘of 

e War Board and it was decided to 
purchase flannel for 500 additional ban- 
dages. The firm of Newmark, Brown- 
stein & Louis generously donated the 
services ‘of their employes to cut and 
arrange the articles. 

The Hall of Industry will present a 
busy scene today. At 8 o’clock the 
work of making the bandages will be 
resumed, and at 1 o'clock the large 
room will be cleaned to prepare the 
lunch for the soldiers. The members 
of the Relief Corps and other patriotic 
ladies who desire to assist in this

CITY BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Salaries of Teachers For Next , Year. 
Schools Close June 30. 


The City Board of EPducation tackled 
the salary question last night, and for 
nearly two hours wrangled over it. 
The meeting was called especially to 
consider plans for the Pico Heights 
schoolhouse, and the teachers’ salaries. 
Mr. Conrey was the only absentee 
when the board was called-to order. 
The first thing presented was a plan 
submitted by the Building Committee 
for a building to be erected on Pico 
Heights. The plan is a duplicate, with 
some slight modifications to insure bet- 
ter light,.of the Cambria‘and Second- 
street schoolhouses, and calls for a 
nine-room building instead of eight 
rooms. e plan was adopted and 
bids will be advertised for at once. 
This is necessary, because the board’s 
lumber contract with the Stimson Lum- 
ber Company expires on July 1, and 
unless the lumber is ordered before 
that time it will cost at least $5 per 
thousand more than it does under the 
contract. Mr. Bragg thought the com- 
pany would deliver the lumber after 
July 1, if notified how much was needed 
before that time, but matters will be 
hurried along so that no chances are 
taken of its failure to do so. 

The sum of $125 was allowed Build- 
ing Superintendent Strange for work 
done in altering the plans and super- 
intending work on the Pico Heights 
school. 

It was ordered by the board that the 
present scholastic year end June 30, 
and the public schools will close that 


ay. 

After going into a committee of the 
whole, the board adjourned to a com- 
mittee-room to consider the teachers’ 
salary list. 

Upon rising. the committee of the 
whole reported back to the board the 
following salary list: 


LIFE WAS A FAILURE. | 


A Despondent Barkeeper’s Reason 
for Commiting Suicide. 


Fancying himself ill-treated by his 
late employer, and believing life to be 
a failure, Marcus Franklin Smith com- 
mitted suicide by inhaling illuminating 
gas, Monday night. In order to make 
the motive for his rash act plain to all 
who might take an interest in his case, 
he left the following note, written in a 
neat, round hand: 

“My name is Marcus Franklin Smith. 
I was born in Sweden. Have been in 
United States thirty-one years; in this 
city one year two months. My last 
employment was five months in U. 8S. 
bar-room. The mistreatment of my 
employers is the reason why I take my- 
self out of trouble, as I think I have 
had enough of it, and my life has been 
a failure for the last few years. Good- 
by to all.”’ 

Smith was discharged by Proprietor 
Althouse of the United States bar last 
Friday night, because, Mr. Althouse 
says, he detected Smith in the act of 
holding out 40 cents taken in over the 
bar, which should have gone into the 
cash register. Mr. Althouse says Smith 
was twice in his employ. The first 
time he discharged him for being 
cranky and surly to customers. He 
loafed about the place for some weeks 
after that, and then Mr. Althouse’s 
brother put him to work again behind 
the bar. 

Smith was very despondent after His 
discharge. He applied at several sa- 
loons for work without success. Mon- 
day evening he borrowed 50 cents from 
a friend, regaled himself with a plate 
of chile con carne at a street res- 
taurant, then rented a room at the 
Piedmont House for the night and pro- 
ceeded to make way with himself. He 
did this in the following manner: ) 

Fastening a rubber tube to a gas 
jet he lay on the bed and took the 
other end of the tube in his mouth. 
Thus he flooded his lungs with gas, 
and no doubt succumbed speedily to 
the noxious stuff. A chambermaid de- 
tected the odor of gas coming from the 
room about 9:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Police Officer George was 
called to investigate. He forced open 
the door and found the victim dead. 

The body was sent to Bresee Bros.’ 
morgue, where the Coroner will hold an 
inquest today. So far as known, Smith 
had no relatives here. 


VICTIM OF ALCOHOL. 


Fred D. Farwell Dies in the Receiv- 
| ing Hospital. 

Fred D. Farwell, one of the two men 
who were arrested a few days ago 
for obtaining money under false pre- 
tences of Chinamen, died in the Re- 
ceiving Hospital yesterday afternoon, 
from the effects of alcoholism. 

Farwell was about 35 years old, and 
apparently a man of strong physique, 
but dissipation cut his career short. 
Until recently he and C. O. Johnson 
worked for the City Directory Com- 
pany. Subsequently they were ar- 
rested on the charge of bilking China-* 
men by representing themselves as 
agents authorized to collect war tax. 

Farwell was; suffering from delirium 
tremens when taken into custody. Yes- 
terday morning his condition appeared 
to be much better and he was abie to 
eat a good breakfast. In the afternoon 
he relapsed and died suddenly. 

The body was sent to Peck & 
Chase’s morgue, where an inquest will 
be held today. Some acquaintances of 
the dead man stated yesterday evening 
that Farwell’s grandfather is a retired 
lawyer at Fort Scott, Kan. The old 
gentleman, they said, is well-to-do and 
the grandson was his only heir. Orvis 
Renshaw, train-dispatcher of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St; Paul Railway 
at Minneapolis, is said to have been a 
warm personal friend of the dead man. 
Both Renshaw and Farwell’s grand- 
father have been telegraphed to ascer- 
tain whether they have any wishes in 
regard to the disposition of the re- 
mains.

The final ordinance ordering that 
the election of fifteen freeholders who 
are to draft a new city charter, to 
be held July 8, was adopted so late 
as to make it impossible for the can- 
didates to be selected in convention. 
The law provides that conventions to 
nominate such candidates shall be 
held thirty days before the election. 
All candidates will have to be nomi- 
nated by petitions, which must be 
filed fifteen days before the date set 
for the election and such petitions 
must bear signatures to the number 
of at least three per cent of the total 
vote at the last general elections. 

The encroachments of the “crib” 
section upon respectable neighbor- 
hoods in the Eighth Ward are to be 
stopped. The Chief of Police has 
been ordered to at once close a num- 
ber of the disreputable houses on 
Alameda street so as to confine the 
prostitutes to that portion of the city 
which has practically been given over 
to them.

TO CHUOSE GOOD MEN. 


FREEHOLDER NOMINEES CANNOT 
BE CHOSEN BY PETITION, 


Important Movement for a Citizens’ 
Ticket Already Started—Police 
to Reduce the Crib District—An- 
other Boulevard Change. 


All nor ineés whose names are to be 
placed on the tickets voted for at the 
epecial election July 8, at which~ fif- 
teen freeholders are to be selected to 
draft a new city charter, must he 
chosen by petition. Convention nomi- 
nations, such uf were contemplated 
two months ago when the matter was 
first agitated, are now impossible, for 
no nomination made in convention 
would be legal. The time is too short 
for action by convention unless such 
convention was held today, and that is 
out of the question. 

This condition of affairs was discov- 
ered yesterday by Assistant City At- 
torney Crutcher, whose attention was 
called to the action of the City Coun- 
cil Monday in adopting the final ordi- 
nance of election and naming July 8 as 
the date of the election. He found 
upon examination into the matter that 
the law provides that all nominations 
by convention for such offices ms those 
to be filled at the coming election must 
be made at least thirty days prior to 
the election. The date selected is thirty 
days from today, and it is, of course, 
out of the question to make the nomi- 
nations today. This provision is con- 
tained in section 1187 of the election law, 


but the following section provides a 
means whereby the nominations may 
be made without resort to conventions, 
political or otherwise. The nominations 
may be made by petition, which must 
be filed with the City Clerk within fif- 
teen days of the election. These peti- 
tions must bear the signatures of at 
least 3 per cent. of the total vote cast 
at the last general election. The resi- 
dence of each rigner of the petition 
must be stated and an affidavit by the 
person recuring the signatures, that 
they are bona fide, must be made a 
wart of the petition. 

Several months ago, prior to the 
adoption by the City Council of the 
ordinance of intention for the election, 
a movement was started to nominate 
freeholders whose names were to be 
placed on the ticket. The effort was 
not political on its face, but there was 
behind it a plan intended to secure the 
election, without opposition if possible, 
of a ticket so divided among the polit- 
ical parties as to make it really a par- 
tisan list of candidates. The effort was 
not continued to a successful termina- 
tion, and since then but little has been 
done fn the matter, and no conventions 
were held. 

The tnability now to make convention 
nominations removes politics from the 
matter, and has made room for a citi- 
zens’ ticket, to nominate which steps 
have already been ittaken. A number of 
well-known business men who have the 
interests of the city more at heart than 
the consummation of any political plan, 
have already begun a movement by 
which they hope to place before the 
people as nominees fifteen citizens 
whose known ability and integrity will 
commend them to all the taxpayers. 

This movement has only been started, 
and, as yet, it has not assumed definite 
shape, but it is known that politics 
will not be an element in the selection 
of the candidates. The list will first be 
prepared and then incorporated in a 
petition, copies of which will be placed 
in the hands of well-known people for 
circulation. No difficulty is exected in 
the efforts to secure a sufficient num- 
ber of signatures. 

That there will be two tickets is con- 
sidered certain, for a number of poli- 
ticilans and political organizations will 
oppose ithe movement, for the reason 
that such an opportunity to create 
berths for themselves and their friends 
under the city government is not to be 
overlooked by them. 


CRIBS MUST GO. 


A Halt Called to the Encroachments 


ef the Demimonde, 


The encroachments of the disreput- 
able “cribs” are to be effectually 
checked if the Chief of Police does 
wha@#he has virtually been directed to 
do by the Board of Police Commission- 
ers. The matter came up yesterday ac 
a regular meeting of the board in the 
form of a monster petition from resi- 
dents and taxpayers in the Eighth 
Ward, asking that some steps be taen 
to protect them from the gradual in- 
crease of the district heretofore de- 
voted o the members of the half- 
world. he petition was signed by up- 
ward of two hundred residents of that 
ward, and is as follows: 

“The undersigned residents of the 
Eighth Ward east of Alameda street 
respectfully represent that the crib sec- 
tion of Alameda street has during the 
last few years been gradually extended 
northward, and is encroaching on a 
section of the city through which the 
citizens of the northeastern portion of 
the city are obliged to pass, going to 
and from their homes to the business 
section. On Abila street near Macy is 
a city school and kindergarten, and we 
ask your honorable body as a protection 
to these children, the teachers and our 
families, to order all these vile dens on 
Alameda street north of Marchessault 
closed, and to serve the necessary no- 
tice on the owners of the real estate 
and occupants of the cribs to vacate.”’ 

In the discussion which followed 
the reading of this petition it was ad- 
mitted that there had been an inerease 
in the size of what is commonly known 
as ‘crib town.” The commissioners ad- 
mitted that some steps should be taken 
to stop the evil and the matter was 
referred to the Chief with instructions 
to close the cribs complained of and to 
cause the removal of their occupants. 

Commissioner Preuss called atten- 
tion to the disgraceful actions of a 
gang of hoodlums at East Los Ange- 
les Park last Sunday. He said a crowd 
of young men made the visit to the 
park unpleasant for a number of citi- 
zens. Water Overseer Casey, in de- 
scribing the actions of the crowd said 
that they should have been arrested. 
The commission thought the matter 
properly belonged to the Board of 
Park Commissioners, as there are sev- 
eral policemen in the employ of the 
park department and no regular police- 
men are assigned there. The atten- 
tion of the park board will be called 
to the matter at its next meeting. 

Chief Glass stated briefly a number 
of incidents of his trip to Milwaukee, 
where he attended the annual meeting 
of the National Association of Chiefs 
of Police. The Chief is a member of 
the board of governors of that or- 
ganization, and was shown every 
courtesy by the other chiefs; most of 
whom he knows well, 

Mayor Snyder called the attention of 
the board to the matter of the regular 
inspections of the police department. 
He favored a quarterly inspection 
which would be thorough in every de- 
tail. The other members did not take 
the same view of the matter, claim- 
ing that the monthly inspections had 
a good effect upon the department. 
It was finally decided that the monthly 
inspections shall continue, but there 
shall also be a thorough inspection 
every three months. 

A numerously-signed petition was 
presented, asking that J. O. Simons be 
appointed dog-catcher in the place of 
Mr. Walters the incumbent, who has 
stated that he does not desire the place 
after this year. The petition was 
placed on file. 

Robert J. Tucker of No. 1200 Central 
avenue was appointed a special po- 
liceman to serve without pay from the 
city.

EXAMINATION OF FIREMEN. 


Promotions to Depend Upon Their 
Knowledge of Their Duties. 

There are a number of vacancies in 
the fire department to be filled by pro- 
motions from the lower grades. In or- 
der to determine who, of the members 
of the department are best fitted for 
promotion, a civil-service examination 
is to be held at the No. 8 engine house 
June 27, at which all hosemen, ladder- 
men, callmen and sub-callmen will take 
the examination. This will not include 
those members of the department who 
were examined last fall, as the rating 
of these men has been established and 
is a matter of record. 

The rules of the department are now 
such as require that all promotions 
shall depend upon the result of exam- 
inations, such as this ohe is to be. The 
questions to be put to those examined 
will refer directly to their work, and 
are calculated to secure an idea of 
just how much each knows of his 
duties. The questions will be prepared 
by the members of the commission, and 
future promotions in the department 
will depend upon the answer the mem- 
bers make. The rules of the examina- 
tion will be the same as those of the 
former examination. 


ANOTHER CHANGE, 


Pasadena Boulevard Will Probably 
Run Along Mission Road. 

Another change in the route of the 
proposed Pasadena boulevard is con- 
templated, by which it is supposed that 
a considerable reduction in the cost of 
the improvement may be secured. The 
route as first mapped out has once 
been changed so as to include Beauchet 
street, and thereby save taking certain 
residence property, the cost of which 
would add to the expense. Objection 
was then made by the Southern Pacific 
Company to the proposed route on ac- 
count of its including a portion of a 
large tract owned by that company 
near Missouri road. There the com- 
pany owns, under the title of the Pa- 
cific Improvement Company, a tract of 
table land intended to be used at some 
future time as a coal dump by the 
railroad company. It is claimed by the 
company that no other land is availa- 
ble for this purpose, and if the boule- 
vard is cut through it, the railroad will 
come in for a good share of the dam- 
ages. If the route is changed so as to 
run the boulevard along Mission road 
and therefore along the edge of the 
railroad land, the company has as- 
serted its willingness to pay a reason- 
able assessment instead of demanding 
damages. 

The matter is now under considera- 
tion by the General Boulevard Com- 
mittee, and just what action will be 
taken depends upon the result of the 
inspection of the route to be made to- 
morrow morning by the members of the 
committee and the Board of Public 
Works. City Engineer Dockweiler ves- 
terday completed a new map showing 
the change desired and will submit 
it to the board. ; 


HAD PLENTY OF TIME. 


Tuarnvercin Germania Protests 
Against Catting Main Stre-t. 

The Turnverein Germania has filed 
a protest in the City Clerk’s office 
against the tearing up of the new sur- 
face of Main street for the purpose of 
laying conduits in that street. Ac- 
companying the protest, which is signed 
by the president and secretary of the 
organization, is a draft of a resolution 
adopted at a meeting of the association 
held June 1. It is as follows: 

“We, the members of the Turnverein 
Germania earnestly protest against 
any disturbance of the  newly-laid 
pavement on Main street, as contem- 
plated by the Los Angeles Electric 
Company, for the purpose of laying 
their underground wires. 

“We think that the property-owners 
of that thoroughfare, who have or will 
have to pay for the expensive paving 
done are the only ones to be consulted 
in a case where a private corporation 
intends to tear up and thus spoil the 
pavement. 

“We furthermore think that the Los 
Angeles Electric Company has had am- 
ple time to finish their conduits before 
the repaving was commenced, and 
therefore ask of your honorable body 
not to grant said company a permit to 
do the work.” 


WILL BE ENFORCED. 


Firemen Warned Against Infrac- 
tions of the Rules. 


At the fire department headquarters 
and in each of the engine-houses is 
posted the following bulletin, which 
means much for members of the de- 
partment: 

“Rules Nos. 13, 32 and 40 will be 
strictly enforced.” 

The first of the rules mentioned in 
this notice requires that ‘‘members of 
the department must, while in service, 
wear their badges displayed conspicu- 
ously on the left breast, and are prohib- 
ited fro exchanging or loaning 
badges.” 

Rule No. 32 says: “Crossing a line 
of hose in use is, except in case of ab- 
solute necessity, strictly prohibited.” 

Rule No. 40 is as follows: “Any act 
or omission of any member of the de- 
partment which impedes, injures or 
hinders or tends to impede, injure or 
hinder the discipline, progress or wel- 
fare thereof, and any and all violations 
of the rules and regulations, not other- 
wise provided for, shall be punished by 
suspension or dismissal, as the Board 
of Fire Commissioners may elect.” 

The posting of this bulletin is the 
result of the actions of some few of 
the firemen at the recent fire on Los 
Angeles street. A number the fire- 
men went to the fire withdut their 
badges, and had difficulty in passing 
the ropes stretched by the police. The 
bursting of a number of sections of 
hose was said to have been due _ to 
driving over them by drivers of appara- 
ch arrived in response to the 
second and general alarms.

By that 
time all persons who sell milk, either 
from wagons or only to their netgh- 
bors in small quantities, must register 
and obtain a permit. No fee is charged 
for the registration, the purpose of it 
being merely to place on record those 
engaged in selling milk, a business over 
which, by ordinance, the Health De- 
partment has jurisdiction. 

All persons who are included among 
the milk dealers, who fail to register 
by June 11, will be liable to prosecution 
and the Milk Inspector has orders to 
proceed against them in the courts.

The End of a Boom Enterprise—How 
the Southern Pacific Put in 
Improvements Without Holding 
Deeds to the Land, 


Another relic of the boom times 
loomed upin Department Three yester- 
day in the foreclosure suit of B. F. 
Porter against the San Fernando Val- 
ley Improvement Company, the Los An- 
geles Construction Company = and 
twenty-four other defendants, to fore- 
close over twelve thousand acres of 
fine land in the vicinity of Chatsworth 
Park. 

During the halcyon days of the boom 
all kinds of schemes—good, bad and in- 
different—were worked off successfully 
upon a long-suffering public. But at 
that time the large tracts of land were 
broken up and disposed of to incoming 
settlers, and excellent work was done 
in that direction. In May, 1887, Porter 
entered into a contract with F. C. 
Howes, W. B. and W. F. Barber and 
G. R. Crow, for the sale of all of his 
interest in the Rancho ex-Mission of 
San Fernando. The land had not been 
surveyed, but it was approximately 
estimated that the tract contained 
about twenty thousand acres, and for 
this $500,000 was to be paid. Later, when 
the survey was made it was found that 
there were 19,417.56 acres in the tract, 
eo that the exact price of purchase was 
$485,439, or at the rate of $25 per acre. 

In July,1887,the original purchasers 
conveyed their interest to the San Fer- 
nando Improvement Company, and 
from thence on for some years large 
blocks of land were disposed of to set- 
tlers. The payment of the purchase 
price was spread over four years, but 
the boom burst, and for a time real 
eatate values declined, and business 
stagnated. In October, 1892, there was 
a very large balance still owing to 
Porter, but an amicable arrangement 
was arrived at by which the time for 
payment was extended. But affairs 
drifted on and payments could not be 
made until September, 1897. When the 
present suit was instituted, there re- 
mained due $257,613.43, and for that 
amount, with accruing interest at 6 per 
cent., Porter obtained judgment yester- 
day, the defendants being allowed sixty 
days within which to pay, and, failing 
to do so, their interest in about twelve 
thousand acres of land will be fore- 
closed. 

One of the most curious complica- 
tions in this large land deal was one 
to which the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company was a party. At Chatsworth 
Park the company built about a mile 
and a half of track, put in switches, 
and built a two-storied depot, all of 
which has been of immense conveni- 
ence and benefit to the ranchers down 
there. But the company did all this 
without having a deed, or ever a scrap 
of writing, to any of the land upon 
which these improvements have been 
placed. How the Barbers contrived to 
get the Southern Pacific to give so 
much without getting anything in re- 
turn has been a puzzle. 


A HORSEY CASE. 


A Claim for Pasturage Met With a 
Counter-claim. 

A sporty kind of case is being tried 

at present in Department Three. The 


and George Duffy against J. Nelson 
Smith, and Therin and Della Smith, to 
recover certain moneys for pasturage 
of stock. 

It is claimed that on October 3, 1896, 
the defendant delivered to the plaintiffs 
nineteen head of horses and one mule, 
and since that time they have been on 
the ranch rented by the plaintiffs from 
Campbell & Henry, and which is part 
of the LosCoyotes Rancho. The amount 
claimed for pasturage is $243.81%, but 
just how the three-quarters of a cent 
comes in has not been yet shown. 

In addition to that claim there is a 
second cause of action in a claim for 
pasturing other miscellaneous stock, 
of the aggregate amount of $71.15, and 
to satisfy these two claims the court is 
asked to order the sale of the stock, 
the proceeds to be applied in satisfac- 
tion of the claim. 

The defendants, however, set up a 
counter-claim, charging that the plain- 
tiffs are indebted to them for $210, and 
the difference between that amount 
and the amount claimed they have 
been willing to pay. They claim that 
a valuable mare and colt were injured, 
and afterward allowed to starve, and 
another valuable animal was permitted 
to injure itself on a wire fence, and 
then was neglected in such way as it 
make it useless. 

Evidence in substantiation of these 
several allegations was put in yester- 
day, and the further hearing will be 
continued today.

The London correspondent of the 
New York .Tribune, discussing the 
question of an alliance between the 
United States and Great Britain, de- 
clares that the ‘undercurrent of con- 
servative opinion in England while 
extremely friendly to this country is 
unmistakably against the formulation 
of any specific treaty of alliance be- 
tween the two countries at the pres- 
ent time. Many of the truest friends 
of the United States in England, he 
declares, take this view. “They con- 
tenu that the two countries, under an 
improved state of good feeling, al- 
ready have all the practical advan- 


'tages of an alliance, without any of 


the inconveniences and drawbacks.” 
These views are said to be held by 
practical and cautious men, who be- 
lieve that artificial attempts to bring 
about an alliance between the two 
countries before public opinion is 
ripe for it will do more harm than 
good, and will “serve to retard and 
hamper a movement rich in promise 
for the future of the Anglo-Saxon

The friendly attitude assumed by 
England toward the United States, 
since war between this country and 
Spain became imminent, has been 
more potent than any other one in- 
fluence in breaking down the barrier 
of pride and false antipathy which 
has kept the two great English-speak- 
ing nations apart for so many years.

England has mani- 
fested her sincere friendship for us 
in many practical ways in the present 
emergency. We shall not, and cannot, 
forget these--kindnesses. It will be 
our turn next to show our good will 
toward our kinsmen across the sea, 
We shall not be found wanting when 
the time for action arrives. In the 
mean time, all is well.

“When not referring to us politely 
as ‘“pigs,”’ the Spanish are fond of as- 
serting that Americans are a nation 
of shopkeepers, and that our soldiers 
and sailors will not fight. In reply 
to this calumny, it is only necessary 
to point to the heroic action of the 
seven American seamen, commanded 
by Lieut. Hobson, who cheerfully 
went to face what appeared to be 
certain death, at Santiago de Cuba. 
There did not appear to be one chance 
in a hundred that any of them could 
survive. and their almost miraculous 
escape rom death was as gratifying as 
it was surprising. When we remem- 
ber, in addition to this, that no less 
thnn 4000 men in Sampson's fleet 
were anxious to take part in this deed 
of heroism, one of them actually 
stowing himself away in order to join 
the party, we certainly need not con- 
cern ourselves with any taunts in 
regard to the courage of Americans, 
whether they come from Spain or 
from other quarters. Whenever dar- 
ing deeds are spoken of, the gallant 
action of this little band of patriots 
will be classed along with the stand 
made by the Greeks at Thermopylae 
and the daring charge of the light 
brigade at Balaklava. 

It is pleasant to note, in this con- 
nection, that the Spanish showed ap- 
preciation of the courage displayed 
by Hobson and his companions, re- 
fraining from firing on the men when 
they were in the water, treating them 
as prisoners of war, and notifying 
Admiral Sampson of their welfare. As 
Admiral Cervera gracefully said. “A 
daring like theirs makes a bitter 
enemy proud that his fellow-men can 
be such heroes.” 

The entire affair calls to mind some 
of the chivalrous episodes of the Mid- 
die Ages, when brave and courtly 
knights met each other in mortal 
combat.

There are strong indications that 
something stirring is going on at the 
easterly end of the island of Cuba, in 
the West Indies.

heads of the fleets, the most. gor- 
geously-beantiful and most gloriously- 
heroic banner that ever fiuttered 
against the azure heavens. 

These great movements mean the 
making of history, and the making is 
progressing with a speed that even 
those who stand at the great loom of 
events and watch the accomplishment 
little appreciate. It means the dis- 
enthrallment of a subdued and dis- 
heartened population.

It means the restoration to 
homes of those driven therefrom in 
sorrow and anguish.

AS NEVER BEFORE. 


Most Encouraging Success is Crown- 
ing the Labors of the Various 
Committees—Fiesta Floats 
Be Used—Arrangements for the 
Parade. 


No doubt exists in the minds of those 
having the matter in hand, that Los 
Angeles will witness the grandest, 
most patriotic and successful Fourth 
of July celebration this year ever at- 
tempted in Southern California. The 
procession will be the largest, the fire- 
works the most compelte and magnifi- 
cent, the enthusiasm the greatest the 
city has seen during its existence. 
There will be plenty of music, colored 
fire, flags, bunting, speechmaking, 
singing and visitors to witness this 
display. The responses to the invita- 
tions sent out by the Executive Com- 
mittee all point to this, and the re- 
ports of the various committees show 
such progress as to make complete 
success assured. The majority of the 
Citizens’ Committee started out yes- 
terday morning and will report progress 
at the next meeting of the Executive 
Committee on Friday. A communica- 
tion is to be sent to Superintendent of 
Streets Drain and the Alcatraz Paving 
Company, asking their codperation in 
preparing the streets now torn up 80 
that the parade may pass along them 
without hindrance. The Los Angeles 
Railway Company will stop all electric 
cars along the streets through which 
the parade is to pass during the time 
it is in motion, 

The La Fiesta Committee of Thirty 
met yesterday afternoon and turned 
over to the Fourth of July Celebration 
Committee the twelve floats prepared 
for fiesta this year, together with all 
the trappings and equipment for 
horses and men. These will be remod- 
eled by Ad Petsch for a patriotic dis- 
play. Any -societies or organizations 
wishing to secure floats are requested 
to address Chairman F. K. Rule at 
headquarters in the Bryson Block be- 
fore Friday next. These floats will be 
turned over to such societies at.a rea- 
sonable rate covering the expense for 
making changes. No advertising of 
any character whatsoever will be al- 
lowed on the floats or in the procession. 
Chairman Petsch will give his designs 
next Friday at the meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 
Another interesting feature of the 
parade decided on yesterday at the 
Committee meeting is the Indian Band 
of twenty-six pieces from Perris. This 
band plays all the latest music, and 
it is suggested that it lead the revo- 
lutionary war display division in the 
procession. A mandolin club of eight- 
een Indian girls from the same school 
will be brought here to take part in 
the exercises to be given in behalf of 
the chijldren. 

Prof. Foshay met with the commit- 
tee yesterday when an informal talk 
was had regarding the entertainment 
for the children. A special committee 
is to be appointed, with Prof. Foshay 
as chairman, to handle this branch of 
the exercises under direction of the 
Committee on Literary and Orators. 
A communication is to be sent to the 
Board of Education, asking it to assist 
by requesting principals of schools, 
who will be in the city on that day, to 
devise some plan whereby the children 
can be brought out. Some of the 
schools have companies formed, and 
well drilled. These will be given a 
place in the procession. The only thing 
that now remains is to find some place 
adequate to accommodate the.crowd of 
children during the exercises. Prof. 
Foshay estimates that 14,000 or 15,000 
school children will be on hand. At 
the meeting there will be speeches, and 
singing by the children of patriotic 
airs. An invitation-will be sent by the 
grand marshal to the boys who have 
formed companies to take part in-the 
paradé. 

Among those organizations which 
have accepted the invitation to join 
in ghe procession are, Los Angeles 
Sharpshooters, Capt. Allen Kelly com- 
manding; the Hickory Club, 500 strong; 
letter carriers and postoffice clerks, 100 
strong, headed by Gen. J. L. Mathews; 
Corona Parlor, N.S.G.W., Stanton Post, 
G.A.R., Foresters, 1000 strong. Some 
of the societies to whom invitations 
were sent will not turn out as or- 
ganizations, but their members will do 
so in other societies. 

Chairman Silverwood was instructed 
to engage twelve bands for use on 
that day in the parade and concerts. 

Grand Marshal Johnstone Jones has 
arranged for ten divisions in the pa- 
rade. a regimental flaz to be carried at 
the head of each division. A trumpeter 
will start the divisions under direction 
of a chief trumpeter, who wii! te with 
the grand marshal. R. F. Wirsching 
has been named for marshal of the 
Foresters’ division. the members of 
which will be uniformed and nearly 
1000 strong. 

A letter of thanks was authorized 
to the Committee of.Thirty of La 
Fiesta, expressing appreciation of their 
generous action in turning over the 
floats to the committies. 

It has not yet been decided definitely 
where the fireworks will be displayed, 
but a report is.expected on Friday.

A HARD CASE. 


A Downey Divorce Presenting Ex- 
ceptional Features, 

A divorce case came to trial in Judge 
Shaw’s department yesterday that re- 
vealed circumstances of exceptional 
brutality, and far more than ordinary 
suffering on the part of the wife. 

Melissa A. Fisk was seeking a divorce 
from Stuart A. Fisk the, grounds be- 
ing extreme cruelty and desertion. The 
parties were married at Downey in 
September, 1895, and very shortly af- 
ter the union the husband began to 
abuse his wife. And on the most 
frivolous pretexts would he vent his 
spleen upon her, reviling her and not 
infrequently striking her. On one oc- 
casion when Mrs. Fisk was ready to 
start for church her liege lord ordered 
her to remain at home, and as he be- 
came enraged he struck her. Several 
times he told her that he would “wipe 
the floor with her,’ but the malignity 
of his disposition was only made fully 
apparent at the time of her confine- 
ment. Mrs. Fisk felt very ill, and 
asked her husband to go for the doc- 
tor, but he refused. She then begged 
him to take her to her father’s house, 
but he brutally told her to go there her- 
self if she wanted to. All alone, and 
in’ pain the wife started off at 4 
o’clock in the morning for her father’s 
place. It was about half a mile away, 
and when she reached there she was 
thoroughly exhausted, but within the 
hour her baby was born. 

Later on the husband remained away 
from home, and from August 31, 1897 
to February 13, 1898, his wife saw noth- 
ing of him. In the early part of the 
present year he went away and has 
not returned since. The decree prayed

Financial Trouble at Simpson Tab- 
ernacle Again to the Front. 

The board of church extension of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church of Phila-

TEMPTATION TOO GREAT. Yes- 
terday afternoon John Smith, a man of 
about 50 years, pleaded guilty in De- 
partment One to having broken into a 
Store on Los Angeles street, and stolen 
seven bottles of wine. He was caught 
in the act by a night watchman, and 
had no time to enjoy the fruit of his 
crime. Judge Smith expressed his sur- 
prise that any one bearing the uncom- 
mon name of Smith should stoop so 
low, but all the same he sentenced his 
namesake to one year in the State’s 
prison at San Quentin. 


ISABELLA GOES UP. The pleas- 
ant-faced young colored girl, Isabella 
Knowlse, convicted of ¢burglarizing a 
house at Covina, was brought before 
Justice Smith yesterday for sentence. 
Her counsel made a motion for a new 
trial, basing it particularly on the 
ground that the District Attorney had 
put questions to the defendant, while 
she was testifying in her own defense, 
for the express purpose of prejudicing 
the minds of the jury.

There are only two streams in Los 
Angeles county where good trout-fish- 
ing may be had, and in those streams 
the sport has been much spoiled by the 
large number of amateurs who crowd 
into the cafions and destroy more fish 
than they have any use for. The close 
season for trout-fishing has been from 
April 1 to November 1. At the instance 
of the Creel Club the Board of Super- 
visors has changed the close season, 
making it from June 15 to April 1, 1899, 
for one year. It is believed that if 
this regulation is kept up for a couple 
of years it will give the trout a chance 
to increase, so that the streams will be 
well stocked again. 


Sound sense is talked by the Fresno 
Republican on the question of army 
raisins. It says: “If the government 
makes the unnecessary qualification 
that raisins for rations shall be ‘seed- 
less,’ it will be a matter of considerable 
importance to the local industry that 
Fresno has facilities for making all 
varieties of raisins seedless. The fine, 
fat muscats are just as seedless as the 
pretty little sultanas after they have 
gone through the machines.” Yes, and 
they beat them in a walk in their quali- 
ties of flavor and nutrition, The mus- 
cat raisins of Central California are 
the finest in the world.

FINALLY ADJUDGED ILLEGAL. 


Board of Education Elects Eighty 
Poablic School Teachers and 
Fixes Their Salaries—Charies F. 
Smith’s Sudden Death Near Del 
Mar—Coronado Notes. 


BAN DIEGO, June 17.—[{Reguiar Corre- 
spondence.] Judge Torrance yesterday de- 
cided the Fallbrook Irrigation District case, 
holding that the organization of the district 


‘was illegal. The district will immediately 


take steps to disorganize. The action Was 
brought in 1892 to obtain from the courts a 
review of the proceedings of the district, rel- 
ative to organization, confirmation and the 
issuance of bonds. Judgment was rendered 
against the district in 1893, but a retrial 
was granted. An appeal was taken to the 
Supreme Court, which sustained the lower 
court in the judgment and order for a new 
trial. It was this second trial that was de- 
cided yesterday. 

Judge Torrance holds that the petition for 
the organization of the district was not 
signed by fifty property-holders, as required; 
that no notice of this petition to the Super- 
visors was ever published; that therefore the 
alleged district is not in fact an irrigation 
district, and that all proceedings taken tun- 
der such organization were null and void.

Powell or otherwise. He looke1 steadily 
for a few seconds while he arranged 
his hands in the rear pockets of his 
trousers, and then replied: “I have no 
statement to make, my boy.” He has 
an emphatic way of speaking, closing 
his eyelids until the eyes are nearly 
covered and emitting his words slowly 
and very clearly.
